LOCAL 107.1 tax rates will: 
• Increase about 1.7 per cent for 


property owners in Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25 and Elk Grove Township. The 
total tax rate will be $7.923 per $100 
assessed valuation. For residents who 
live in Dist, 2a and Wheeling Town- 
ship, the rate will be $8,025 per $100, 
an increase of nearly 2 per cent. 


• Increase about 2.7 per cent for 


property owners in Mount Prospect

Promises legislation 
Limit court-ordered busing: Ford 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - President 


Ford, charging some courts "are 
practically running our local school 
boards," said Tuesday he will submit 
in the next few days legislation to lim- 
it judicial powers to order school bus- 
ing. 


The President made a whirlwind 


"nonpolitical" trip to Indianapolis, 
where 1,600 delegates to the national 
Jaycees convention 
whooped 
and 


cheered his plan to restrict the juris- 
diction of the courts to order busing to 
achieve racial integration of the 
schools. 


Ford also made a veiled reference 


to the sex scandals surfacing in Con- 
gress and also to the Watergate scan- 
dal of his predecessor, Richard M. 
Nixon. 


"AMERICANS 
HAVE 
seen 
too 


much abuse of the moral imperatives 
of honesty and decency," he said. 
"Americans, particularly our young 
people, can take little pride in the sys- 
tem that is dishonored by misconduct, 


whether in the White House or in the 
halls of Congress." 


The Jaycees shouted approval when 


Ford said, "In the next few days I 
plan to announce action in still anoth- 
er area — court ordered bssing." 


"A few of our courts have wandered 


so far into local busing controversies 
that they are practically running our 
school boards," Ford said. 


Busing is a touchy issue in In- 


dianapolis. A measure of court-or- 
dered school busing is in effect and a 
probusing school board was recently 
relected. 


"THERE IS NO good reason we 


cannot wipe out the vestiges of dis- 
crimination in America, achieve qual- 
ity education for our children, and at 
the same time minimize massive bus- 
ing of our children. 


"Underlying actions in each of these 


areas is our fervent belief that indi- 
vidual liberty in this great country 
means freedom from 
oppressive, 


heavy-handed 
bureaucratic govern- 


ment.1' 


Ford's aides insisted his 2!'2-hour 


trip to Indiana had nothing to do with 
his quest for uncommitted Republican 
delegates in his neck-and-neck battle 
with Ronald Regan for the presiden- 
tial nomination — nor with the fact 
that Indiana dealt him a severe rebuff 
in its primary by awarding 45 dele- 
gates to Reagan and only nine to him.

Traffic case snarled as the wait for Shea goes on

Court action on a Rolling Meadows 


traffic arrest has been stalled more 
than a year — at a cost of hundreds of 
dollars to the city — while the defend- 
ant's attorney, State Rep. Gerald W. 
Shea, D-Riverside, tends to legislative 
matters In Springfield. 


The case Involves charges against a 


Berwyn man of speeding and driving 
on a revoked license, charges that po- 
lice say usually are adjudicated after 
no more than three court sessions, or 
about three months.

A proposal allowing a student to hold a nonvoting position on the 


High School Dist. 211 Board of Education was approved by the 
board Tuesday night.

Suburbs among the opposition 
Head-tax testimony runs negative

The score was 22 against and 3 in 


favor of the proposed Cook County 
employe head tax when the Cook 
County Board's hearing on the pro- 
posed tax ended Tuesday. 


The board Tuesday heard eight pub- 


lic officials, business leaders and rep- 
resentatives of civic groups testify 
against 
the $3-per-month employe 


head tax during a two-hour hearing. 
Two private citizens, one a "con- 
sumer advocate" from Wilmette and 
the other a college student, said they 
favored the tax. 


On Monday, during three hours of 


hearings 14 persons opposed the tax 
and one voiced tentative support for 
the proposal. The county board fi- 
nance committee, which sponsored 
the hearings, said it will meet later to 
consider whether to approve the tax 
but did not set a date for the next 
meeting. 


THE TAX PROPOSED by County 


Board Pres. George W. Dunne would 
require all for-profit businesses em- 


ploying 15 or inore persons to pay the 
county $3 per month per employe. The 
tax is expected to generate $54 million 
a year in revenue, two-thirds of which 
would be given to county municipal- 
ities in a county revenue-sharing pro- 
gram. 


Chicago would receive $22 million 


under the revenue sharing program, 
and city officials have said they will 
repeal the city's two-year-old employe 
head tax if the county adopts the tax. 
The tax would provide $18 million for 
the county's budget. 


Representatives of five suburban 


communities that would receive mon- 
ey from the tax told county board 
members they oppose it and do not 
want the revenue-sharing money. 


Elk Grove Village Mgr. Charles A. 


Willis said the tax is "an unwarranted 
intrusion into local affairs and usurps 
the ability of municipalities to make 
decisions about needed taxes." 


WILLIS SAID industry in Elk Grove 


Village would pay more than $1.1 mil- 
lion under the head tax, while the vil- 
lage would receive 15 per cent of that

Ancel suggested the county could 


adopt a $1 per month county head tax 
"keep the money and live happily 
ever after." He told the commission- 
ers, "Don't put us in the position to 
say to you 'We don't want your money 
— keep it.' It would be a most unusu- 
al situation in the annals of govern- 
ment if that happened." 


MRS. 
CLARENCE Macintosh, a 


representative from Save Our Sub- 
urbs (SOS), said the proposed tax will 
be used to increase the power of the 
county and force municipalities under 


county control. She said the "tax and 
revenue-sharing proposals will be the 
carrot to force the municipalities. The 
stick will be the illegal 1970 Illinois 
Constitution with its deadly home rule 
provisions." SOS opposed the 1970 
Constitution, which was approved in a 
state-wide referendum. 


Franz Miller of Wilmette, who iden- 


tified himself as a private citizen and 
consumer advocate, said the tax is 
"enlightened" and challenged the idea 
that businesses would flee the county 
to avoid the tax. 


He said, "No people in the world

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Foreign convoy escapes 
Beirut as fighting erupts 


THE USS SPIEGEL Grove arrives at harbor in 
Pireaus, Greece Tuesday with most of the 279 evac- 
uees from Beirut lining the rails. They were evac- 


uated from the wartorn area Sunday. A second 
group of Americans and Britons left Beirut Tuesday 
in a convoy headed for Damascus. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — Chris- 


tian rightists launched a tank-backed 
assault against two Palestinian refu- 
gee camps in Beirut Tuesday only 
hours after the departure of the last 
planned convoy of foreigners fleeing 
Lebanon's civil war. 


Rightists said they had captured 


one camp and set the other on fire 
with a rain of artillery shells falling 
"at the rate of 15 every minute." 


A Palestinian spokesman confirmed 


both the Jisir Alpasha and Tal Zaatar 
Camps in southeast Beirut were un- 
der seige but denied rightist claims 
that Jisir Alpasha had fallen. 


The renewed fighting erupted only 


hours after Syrian troops stationed 
around Beurit airport withdrew to let 
a joint 1,000-man Libyan-Syrian peace 
keeping force take over the shell-dam- 
aged facility under the terms of the 
latest cease-fire. 


The right-wing radio station run by 


forces loyal to Christian President 
Suleiman Pranjieh said rightists cap- 
tured Jisir Alpasha late in the after- 
noon and were still besieging the ad- 
jacent and burning Tal Zaatar Camp. 


A spokesman for the Palestine Lib- 


eration Organization said both camps 
were surrounded bv "a force of about 
4,000 men and dozens of tanks" since 
morning but that as of nightfall "all 
their attacks have been beaten back." 


The shelling spread to other areas 


of the capital as Lebanese leftists be- 
gan pounding Christian sectors of 
eastern Beirut with rockets and mor- 
tars in an apparent effort to relieve 
some of the pressure on the besieged 
camps. 


The British-organized convoy, es- 


corted by Palestinian and Arab gun- 
men, 
left at mid-morning with 200 


persons, including 20 Americans, 70 
Britons and nationals from 27 coun- 
tries. 


At the last minute, the Americans 


were distributed throughout the six 
buses, according to a British Embas- 
sy spokesman, "because we do not 
want a concentration of Americans in 
case somebody takes a fancy to 
them." 


The departure was delayed two 


hours until Syrian troops pulled out 
south of Beirut airport following the 


arrival of the joint Libyan-Syrian 
peace-keeping force. 


"You've waited three days to leave 


so I hope you won't mind waiting a 
little longer," British Ambassador Pe- 
ter Wakefield told the anxious crowd. 
"Good luck, and I hope to see you all 
again soon in a peaceful Lebanon." 


Moments later, an escort car roared 


up and the driver gave the thumbs up 
signal. 


Palestine Liberation Army troops, 


riding in a red pickup truck mounted 
with a machine gun led the progres- 
sion 


The convoy, originally scheduled to 


leave Saturday, was posponed twice 
because of fighting around the air- 
port. The delay prompted President 
Ford to arrange for the evacuation of 
263 Americans and other nationals by 
sea Sunday. Those evacuees landed in 
Athens Tuesday aboard the USS Spie- 
gel Grove. 


About 600 Americans, Britons and 


other Europeans left Beirut in the 
past five days, leaving behind an ad- 
ditional 1,300 Americans and 700 Brit- 
ons. 


Soviets orbit Salyut; Viking 'eyes' probe Mars site 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 


Union launched a new space station 
Into earth orbit Tuesday, apparently 
to conduct new manned endurance 
flights in space, 


Tass said the laboratory, Salyut 5, 


was designed to carry out scientific 
and technical studies as well as "fur- 
ther improve the design" of Soviet 
space stations 


"The onboard systems of the station 


are functioning normally," Tass said. 


While Tass made no mention of a 


manned flight for the Salyut 5, two 
Soviet cosmonauts said earlier in the 


month that the station would be able 
to house as many as six cosmonauts. 
The station has two docking ports, 
they said. 


Speaking at an international space 


meeting in Philadelphia, Pyotr I, Kli- 
muk and Vitaly Sevastiyanov, who 
spent 63 days in space aboard Salyut 
4, said the Salyut 5 may house men in 
space for as long as three months. 


The endurance record for space 


travel was set in early 1974 by an 
Amer'ean Skylab crew who were aloft 
84 days.

Canada votes to end death penalty 


Canada's House of Commons voted Tuesday to abolish capital 


punishment — a move that would make Canada and Sweden the 
only countries in the world with an absolute prohibition against the 
death penalty for any crime. Tuesday's vote, on a second reading of 
the bill, was to be followed by committee study during which some 
amendments were possible before a final third reading and ballot. 
The legislation also must receive Senate approval and royal assent, 
but the two actions were considered only formalities. 


Africa's blacks stone police, set fires 


Black mobs stoned police and set fire to public buildings north of 


Pretoria Tuesday, keeping alive the bloody racial violence that has 
raged across South Africa for a week, Police said blacks in Mame- 
lodl, north of the capital, set fire to a shop and a medical clinic and 
burned a truck at nearby Ga-Rankuwa. More than 140 persons, 
including two whites, have died since last Wednesday in South Af- 
rica's worst race rioting this century. At least 1,128 persons were 
injured and 894 arrested in antigovernment clashes that have 
caused an estimated $34.5 million damage. 


Italy Dems want to keep Communists out 


The dominant Christian Democrats, victorious in Italy's closest 


postwar election, promised Tuesday to keep Communists out of the 
government but gave no clear signal of how they expected to gov- 
ern in the face of record Communist gains. Politicians and news- 
papers agreed that formation of a new government would be diffi- 
cult after the two-day elections and declined to predict the outcome 
of negotiations among the major parties for a new government, 
expected to start in a few days. The Christian Democratic task was 
complicated by the fact that their traditional coalition partners, the 
small parties of the center and center-right, lost heavily In the 
election and left any such future coalition with less than SO per cent 
of the vote.

Project scientists ordered Viking to 


take a series of 58 photographs on its 
low six-minute pass over the landing 
area. The images, expected to show 
features down to the size of a football 
field, were to be radioed back during 
the night for scrutiny early Wednes- 
day. 


' ' E v e r y b o d y is eagerly con- 


templating examining those first pic- 
ture to see how the predetermined 
landing site looks," said Dr. George 
Sands, control center spokesman at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 


Little detailed photography of the 


landing site existed before the Viking 
life search expedition. The Mariner 9 


Mars satellite photographed the whole 
area in 1972, but only three of its high 
resolution frames extended into the 62 
by 150 mile landing zone. 


Each Viking orbital picture will cov- 


er a square, 2% miles on a side, and 
cover long strips of the target zone. 


A special team of scientists will ex- 


amine the Viking photos to look for 
potential hazards to the three-legged 
lander. They will be looking for such 
things as craters, boulder fields and 
steep slopes. 


A final go, no-go decision for the 


July 4 descent to Chryse will be made 
July 1 after hundreds of pictures and 
other data have been analyzed. 


Cheating 'carefree' at West Point 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A con- 


gressman said Tuesday he found 
"carefree cheating" by cadets during 
a two-day visit to West Point, and es- 
timated nearly half the 1977 class 
may become involved in the growing 
Honor Code scandal. 


Rep. Thomas Downey, D-N.Y.,told 


a Senate subcommittee he concluded 
that the Army academy's code is so 
stringent it is difficult to apply and 
poses a "moral dilemma" that can 
lead to "great failings of character." 


Downey testified as the military 


manpower subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. 
Sam Nunn, D-Ga., continued 


hearings on an outbreak of cheating 


that so far has involved 171 of the 823 
West Point cadets due for graduation 
next spring. 


Rear Adm. Kinnaird R McKee, su- 


perintendent of the Naval Academy, 
said by contrast the Annapolis "Honor 
Concept" is more flexible and that 
this year 97 midshipment out of 4,200 
have been implicated in violations. 


"It fosters the development of du- 


rable principles of personal integrity 
by requiring the individual midship- 
man to come to grips with the moral 
issues himself without being forced by 
rigid adherence to a code which gives 
him no latitude," McKee said of the 
Navy's code. 


Downey urged reforms in the West 


Point code, under which cadets are 
ordered to report any violations they 
observe under pain of receiving the 
same discipline as violators, ex- 
pulsion. 


"Not only did these cadets cheat, 


they cheated freely and openly, often 
copying test papers of others verba- 
tim," Downey said of his visit to West 
Point May 23-24. 


At one point, Downey suggested that 


up to 400 members of the 1977 class 
may be implicated in such activities. 


Academy authorities have identified 


only "the unsophisticated and unima- 
ginative cheater," he said. 


"They have not, and probably will 


never, expose those who took a min- 
imum amount of care to disguise their 
cheating," he said. 


"This kind of carefree cheating on 


so vast a scale can only tell us one 
thing: it's easy to cheat at West Point 
and get away with it." 


"Too often, I believe, relatively mi- 


nor transgressions committed 
by 


young men at the academy are con- 
verted by the system into great fail- 
ings of character," Downey said. 


"As a result, many men of great 


potential are needlessly expelled; and 
those that remain are left confused, 
and discouraged by the apparent un- 
fairness of the system."

Kids' flu shot dosage still unknown 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Two Pub- 


lic Health Service advisory panels 
agreed Tuesday to recommend rou- 
tine swine flu vaccinations for adults 
this fall and winter, but withheld their 
advice on inoculation of children and 
teenagers. 


Asked to summarize the scientific 


advice for mothers on whether their 
children should be vaccinated, Dr. 
David Sencer, director of the govern- 
ment's Center for Disease Control, 
told a news conference: "As scientists 
we don't know what to tell them." 


Recommendations on whether to 


vaccinate children are at least two 
months away. 


The panels also agreed during a day 


of public deliberations that no special 
provisions should be made for preg- 
nant women, allowing their vaccina- 
tion routinely along with other adults. 


In recommending adult immuniza- 


tion, the panels rejected advice from 
some scientists that vaccine be stock- 
piled but not used for mass immuniza- 
tion unless there is strong evidence of 
an impending outbreak of the disease. 


Sencer said anticipated mortality 


from ,a major spread of swine flu — 
dormant since the worldwide outbreak 


during World War I — would be high- 
est among persons aged 35 and older. 
'Tests of swine flu vaccine on chil- 
dren failed to determine dosage levels 
that would protect without numerous 


side effects. The latest timetable has 
vaccinations beginning after Labor 
Day. Scientists expect more informa- 
tion from tests on children by the end 
of August.

Judge in bribe case instructs jury 


U.S. District Court Judge George Leighton gave instructions late 


Tuesday to a jury preparing to decide the fate of eight men, in- 
cluding six present and former legislators, accused of accepting 
$30,000 in bribes from the cement industry. The defendants faced 
charges Including mail fraud, conspiracy and perjury in connection 
with a 1972 bill which would have increased the weight limit for 
cement trucks on state roads. The bill passed the legislature but 
'was vetoed by Gov. Richard Ogilvie. 


In final arguments, Assistant U.S. Atty. Dan K. Webb accused 


defense attorneys of clouding the real Issues in the trial with "Col- 
lateral matters" during their seven hours of closing arguments. 
Webb said testimony during the trial showed "a disgusting lack of 
Integrity in the business community" and noted that concrete in- 
dustry officials "did not hesitate" to bribe legislators. 


UAW backs Stevenson for VP 


The United Auto Workers Illinois Council said Tuesday it has 


urged former Georgia Gov. Jimmy Carter to select Sen. Adlai Ste- 
venson, D-I11., as his vice presidential running mate. Robert John- 
ston, director of the UAW's Region 4, said the union's Community 
Action Program unanimously called for Stevenson's nomination 
during a legislative conference held last week in Springfield.

Malpractice bill 
goes to Walker 


A key medical malpractice bill (H3957) aimed at cutting climbing 


insurance costs Tuesday passed the House and went to Gov. Daniel 
Walker. The House approved two Senate changes. One makes 
grounds for revoking or suspending a doctor's license "gross or 
repeated malpractice" instead of just "gross malpractice." The 
other requires juries to divide malpractice awards into economic 
and noneeonomlc losses. The bill also forces judges to reduce mal- 
practice awards if the victim already has been paid from other 
sources such as insurance, drops a 10-year statute of limitation 
when objects such as sponges are left in a patient and reduces the 
statute of limitation for filing a suit from five years to four years 
from the time the alleged malpractice took place. 


Further, a malpractice suit could not set a dollar figure. Already 


on Walker's desk is H3958, which would allow settlement of mal- 
practice suits through arbitration. A third bill in the package, to 
shift regulation of nine classes of health care providers from the 
Illinois Department of Registration and Education to the Depart- 
ment of Public Health, has failed. 


Child-abuse control funded 


The Illinois Dept. of Children and Family Services Tuesday an- 


nounced the award of $655,000 in grants designed to prevent or 
control child abuse. The money will go to 33 organizations in 20 
Illinois communities. "Interest in attacking child abuse at the com- 
munity level Is really growing," Director Mary Lee Leahy said. 
"Funding requests were up SO per cent over last year and many 
communities are beginning to provide a variety of services." Com- 
munities awarded grants are: Aurora, Belleville, Carbondale, 
Champaign (three grants), Charleston, Chicago (six grants), Dan- 
ville. Decatur (three grants), Freeport, Jacksonville, Joliet (three 
grants), Macomb, Normal, Ottawa, Peoria (three grants), Quincy, 
Rockford, Rock Island, Sandoval and Springfield. 


State-fair revision bill passed 


The Senate Tuesday approved a bill designed to take the manage- 


ment of the scandal-scarred Illinois State Fair from the governor 
and give It to a 5-member stale fair board. Sen. John Knuppel, 
D-Vlrginla, Senate sponsor of the measure, said in Interim board 
would be created under the bill, to be followed three years later 
by • permanent board. The bill (H38S8), which passed by a 53-0 
vote, returns to the House for consideration of Senate amendments. 
Knuppel laid the fair, which has come under attack for several 
years for shoddy practices and being politically influenced, "has 
been harassed too long by politics and scandals." 


New school-aid 
plan would give 
boost to suburbs 


SPRINGFIELD - A coalition of 


Republicans and Downstate Demo- 
crats will mount a major effort in the 
Illinois Senate today to pass another 
revision of the state school-aid for- 
mula which will not drastically hurt 
local schools. 


Earlier proposals to revise the for- 


mula would have cut state aid for 
Northwest suburban districts by near- 
ly $3 million. The new proposals will 
give most local districts additional 
funds, but will cut payments to Chi- 
cago schools. 


Observers here believe the new for- 


mula changes stand a good chance of 
passing because a group of indepen- 
dent Senate Democrats is supporting 
the effort. 
..THE PROPOSED changes include: 


• Lowering the qualifying rate for 


the maximum amount of state aid for 
both elementary and unit school dis- 
tricts. 


• Allowing districts ta> include up to 


50 per cent of their transportation 
costs in computing state-aid pay- 
ments. 


• Eliminate the tax rate rollback 


provisions which now require districts 
to lower their tax rates as the amount 
of state aid increases. 


• Permit districts with declining en- 


rollments to maintain their current 


level of state funding unless their en- 
rollment drops more than 3 per cent 
in any one year. 


According to a report prepared by 


the Republican state Senate staff, one 
of the local districts which will gain 
the most under the changes is Ar- 
lington Heights Dist. 25, which stands 
to gain about $282,000 during the com- 
ing fiscal year. 


Area high school districts will lose 


some state aid, but the losses are gen- 
erally seen as smaller than under oth- 
er formula revisions being considered. 


Tuesday, the Senate defeated an at- 


tempt to absolve Chicago of a $55 mil- 
lion penalty that must be paid be- 
cause city schools were closed 16 days 
early. 


SOME OBSERVERS SAW that vote 


as a test of the strength of the pro- 
posed Republican changes to the 
school-aid bill. 


The Senate also went on record 


Tuesday night with a measure stating 
Illinois schools will receive $1.265 bil- 
lion rather than $1.351 billion in the 
coming fiscal year. The lower figure 
represents what Gov. Daniel Walker 
has said he will approve for education 
spending in the fiscal 1977 budget. 


Lawmakers have been criticized for 


approving education funds greater 
than Walker has been willing to pass.

The board agreed to send a letter to RTA officials to complain 


about the lack of assistance in establishing bus service in Arlington 
Heights.

were approved by the village board Monday after little discussion. 


Trustee Madeline Schroeder did question the section of the agree-

SPRINGFIELD -

House Tuesday failed to support State 
R e p . Eugene Schlickman's mis- 
conduct charges against House Major- 
ity Leader Gerald Shea. D-Riverside, 
voting 153 to 7 to exonerate Shea. 


The vote on a special investigating 


cotnmittee's report came after a 
lengthy debate over the misconduct 
c h a r g e s . Schlickman. R-Arlington 
Heights, had accused Shea of improp- 
erly using his position as a state rep- 
resentative to influence legislation 
and improperly representing several 
clients 
In 
meetings before 
state 


agencies. 


A special committee, which was 


created June 8. voted unanimously to 
exonerate Shea. The committee report 
stated there was no evidence to sup- 
port the charges. 


BOTH SHEA AND Schlickman ap- 


peared emotionally drained after the 
House vote. Various actions regarding 
the charges have been considered by 
the House for more than five weeks. 


Schlickman said he believed some 


good had been accomplished. He 
noted that rules for handling dis- 
ciplinary complaints had been estab- 
lished by the House for the first time. 


"I think a lot of people voted 'yes' 


knowing what Gerry did was wrong, 
but they also knew that this was his 
last year," Schlickman said. Shea 
does not plan to seek reelection and 
will leave the House at the end of the 
year. 


"I think a big red flag has now gone 


up as to what is right and what is 
wrong. I'm glad it's over. I plan to 
put my records info a desk drawer 
and I think they'll stay there," 
Schlickman said. 


Schliekman tied been criticized by a 


number of his colleagues since in- 
troducing the complaint. However, he 
said Tuesday that he did not believe 
there would be backlash against him 
for criticizing Shea. 


AFTER THE HOUSE vote, Shea de- 


livered an emotional speech thanking 
his colleagues for their support. 


"I'm thankful to the House for their 


careful deliberations. The last five 
weeks have been devastating," he 
said. Shea's voice cracked several 
times during the speech. 


While Shea called the investigation 


complete, several other Jawmakers 
charged the special committee had 
"white washed" the probe.

D-Highland Park, said the com- 
mittee's 140-page report did not an- 
swer all the questions that had been 
raised.

COURT HECORDS SHOW that sev- 


en different associate judges in Dist. 
2, which serves Rolling Meadows, 
have continued the case 12 times. 


The delays so far have cost Rolling 


Meadows police $250 in overtime pay 
for the arresting officer, who has had 
to appear in court each time the case 
was scheduled for trial. 


The case was first set for May 20, 


1975. but Associate Judge Charles A. 
Alfano continued the case at the de- 
fense's request to June 17. The state 
legislature was in session May 20. 


State law requires that a court con- 


tinuance be granted if it is requested 
during a legislative session "where 
the party or his attorney is a member 
of either house of the General Assem- 
bly .. ." 


However, records in Springfield in- 


dicate the legislature was in session 
on only three of the 12 court dates set 
for the case, despite the defense's 
requests for the continuances because 
of Shea's absence. 


The 
r e p e a t e d continuances 


prompted Chief Case to send a letter 
April 21. 1976. to Chief Judge Boyle 
complaining about the delay in trying 
the case and charging that Shea "has 
abused his rights" in the case. 


A COPY OF THE letter also was 


sent to Dlst. 2 Presiding Judge Harold 
Sullivan. 


Records show that the case was 


continued nine times at the defense's 
request, once by the state's attorney's 
office and twice by the court. On one 
of the dates, Nov. 25. 1975. Associate 
Judge John Breen marked the case 
"final" for a Dec. 2. 1975 trial, but 
the case was continued another six 
times alter that by four other judges. 


During the time the case has been 


pending, Shea filed only one official 
appearance in court, on Dec. 2,1975. 


The case was a year old on March 


23. 1976 when the defense requested a 
jury trial, further delaying the mat- 
ter. 


But when the trial was to be held 


May 25, Associate Judge Anthony J. 
Scollllo said neither Shea nor Capalbo 
appeared in court and the judge then 
issued a $2.000 bond forfeiture war- 


rant for Capalbo's arrest. 


On June 14, Presiding Judge Sulli- 


van, acting on a motion filed by Shea, 
"vacated" or nullified the warrant 
and set the next court date for Thurs- 
day in Evanston jury court. 


The American Bar Association's 


Standards on the Administration of 
Criminal Justice say continuances 
should be granted "only upon a show- 
ing of good cause and only for so long 
as is necessary, taking into account 
not only the request or consent of the 
prosecution or defense, but also the 
public interest in prompt disposition 
of the case." 


THE STANDARDS ALSO say that a 


"defense 
counsel 
should not in- 


tentionally use procedural devices" 'to 
delay a case, 


Associate Judge Alfano, who pre- 


sided in the case on three occasions, 
said he did not recall the case but 
added the many continuances could 
stem from the severity of the penal- 
ties involved with a revoked license 
charge. 


"If a man is facing that kind of sen- 


tence (Involving a possible jail term), 
you have to give him every chance." 


He added, however, that he warns 


defendants who have been given re- 
peated continuances to "tell your law- 
yer he should be ready next time." 


Associate Judge Scotillo, who last 


presided in the matter May 25 and 
who issued the warrant against Ca- 
palbo. said because of Shea's elected 
post, judges in the case have been re- 
quired by law to grant defense contin- 
uances.

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Newspaper's 'mystery9 story still unsolved for pair 


Yellowing, folded newspaper clippings were spread over the 


large, wooden, dining-room table. Many smaller clips were taped 
into an old scrapbook. 


The eye-catching headline on the largest clipping shouted: "Mys- 


tery Surrounds Police Removal of Abandoned Baby from Hospital." 
Th« newspaper, the former Arlington Day, was dated Nov. 17,1967. 


Edward and Ella Schlmming remember well that baby, an aban- 


doned infant girl who was nicknamed Tina Marie by nurses at 
Northwest Community Hospital. 


Many nights and days for almost nine years, Ed and Ella 


Schimming have wondered about the little girl. They have been 
upset about her fate. 


IT NOW SEEMS possible that Ed and Ella were misled all these 


years by a case of shoddy newspaper reporting. Facts were not 
interpreted correctly. They were interpreted as being "mystery." 


Tina Marie was abandoned Monday afternoon, Nov. 13,1967, on a 


stairway landing beneath the Arlington Heights apartment where 
Edward, 74, and Ella, 66, have lived for 12 years. Ella found the 
baby and called police. Then the baby was "mysteriously" re- 
moved three days later from Northwest Community Hospital by an 
Arlington Heights police lieutenant. 


At least, it seemed "mysterious" at the time. That is how The 


Day reported the story. 


The paper alluded that perhaps some hanky-panky had sur- 


rounded the baby girl's removal from the hospital. 


IN TRUTH, there is no reason today to believe that anything 


incorrect or improper occurred. 


The policeman, Capt. Maurice English, who was then a lieuten- 


ant, did present a legal court order when he appeared to remove 
the baby from Northwest Community. 


English, who was reched Tuesday afternoon while vacationing in 


Michigan, said that case was "handled the routine way. It (the 
baby) was put up for adoption." 


English also said, "Maybe the mother will some day wonder what

people 


happened. And then I'll say, 'Why should you worry? The child is 
probably better off.' " 


A second Arlington Heights police representtive. Tuesday con- 


firmed the infant was properly removed to an agency within Cook 
County. Law prevents further identification of the girl. 


That should be the end of this story, but it is not. For nine years, 


Ed and Ella Schimming have wondered and worried about the little 
girl who Ella found abandoned. 


AS ELLA WROTE in a recent letter to The Herald, ". . . for.us, it 


isn't over and never will be. I still sit down once in a while and 
read all the clippings." 


Here is what she remembers about Nov. 13, 1967, a very cold 


Monday afternoon: 


Ella, her two grandsons and infant granddaughter had been in- 


side the second floor apartment since about 3:30 p.m. The baby 
might have been abandoned on the stairway for as long as two 
hours. As Ed tells it, "Somebody must have known the hallway was 
warm. Otherwise, the baby would have frozen." 


At nearly 6 o'clock, one of Ella's grandsons heard a noise outside. 


Ella went to check. 


"I was just going to turn out the light, thinking it was the lady 


next door who had come home," Ella said. 


She noticed a bundle on the stairway landing about 15 feet below. 


!t might have been old clothes. "Then I saw the little arms come 
up," Ella said. 


"THEY LEFT her (Tina Marie) on the first landing," she said. 


"When I opened the door, I didn't see her at first. There was a 
blanket there, and a sweater." 


Ella telephoned the Arlington Heights Police Dept. Two men in 


blue quickly took the infant girl to Northwest Community Hospital, 
where she was pronounced to be in "A-l good health." 


Doctors determined that the little girl was between seven and 10 


days old. She weighed 6 pounds, 13 ounces. 


It became a very shocking experience for Ella. The policemen 


returned one hour later and asked many questions. 


Ella was asked, "If I had any children, if they were married, if I 


knew any single girls around here. Well, I don't know any single 
girls." 


Ella was still upset the next day. "I had to go to a meeting at 


church," she remembered. "Then I broke down." 


It was Thursday, Nov. 16, 1967, when Tina Marie was "myste- 


riously" removed from Northwest Community by English. 


THE BABY GIRL, as I was told this week, was taken to a child- 


care agency based within Cook County. It was all on the up-and-up, 
according to police. 


But The Day reported the story .as a "mystery." There was a 


huge headline. It talked about the baby's "fate" and said that no 
one would make an official statement neither the hospital or the 
police. 


It reported that the child might not have been placed in an orpha- 


nage. Tina Marie might have been returned to her natural parents, 
or perhaps she was adopted, the newspaper said. 


By law, the records of abandoned infants are sealed by court 


order. But the newspaper did not report that. It just said there was 
a "mystery." 


And that is what Edward and Ella Schimming still believed when 


they talked about it this week, almost nine years later. 


A clipper that won't sink you—or your pocketbook 


PASCAGOULA. Miss. (DPI) - Up 


the Pascagoula River from the gigan- 
tic shipyards that build huge tankers 
and fast destroyers, Donn Kaylor is 
building boats according to principles 
laid down a hundred years ago when 
shipbuilding "was an art and a sci- 
ence." 


Kaylor. 26, has no use for the mod- 


ern methods or materials of ship- 
building and he has particular scorn 
for fiberglass, by far the predominant 
material used in the construction of 
boats less than 50 feet in length. 


"I only use natural materials," 


Kaylor said. "I make my oivn goo 
(wood sealer and marine glue) and I 
usually make a mess. 


"But I know how the wood and the 


goo is going to behave and I know 
that when I guarantee one of my 
boats to last 20 years, it'll last at least 
that long and it won't be priced out of 
sight. 


"You can bang it up against piers 


and pilings and when it finally falls 
apart you haven't lost that much," he 
said. 


KAYLOR MAS chosen to build boats 


along lines that have been proven at 
sea for more than a century. 


"When men first began to build 


ships It was an art and a mystery," 
He said. "Then it became an art and 
a science as they learned why mate- 
rials and shapes acted the .way they 
did. Now it's a science and a mystery 
why they use chemicals and materials 
without being; able to predict how well 
they'll work." 


The name on the door — Pasca- 


goula Yacht Specialties — belies the 
nature of Kaylor's "shipyard." Nest- 
led among junkyards and rickety 
shrimp boat docks at the foot of an 
obscure little street, it's nothing more 
than an old machine shop with a tin 
roof and open rafters. The windows 
are yellow with age and cobwebs bil- 
low out of the unused corners of the 
old building. 


THE ANCIENT work benches are 


littered with marine catalogues, blue- 
prints of old sailing vessels and the 
hand tools Kaylor uses to cut and 
shape wood. 


"If I settled down and behaved like 


a businessman, I could make a go at 
some money," Kaylor said. "But if 
behaving like a businessman means I 
can't do what I want to do or think I 
need to do, then I don't want it." 


An eight-foot wooden sailing dinghy 


he's currently working on — a one- 
day job for a modern boat builder us- 
ing fiberglass hulls and aluminum 
masts — has been under construction 
now for almost six months. When it's 
complete the owner will pay only $600, 
a bargain considering the detailed and 
careful work that has gone into it. 


Kaylor has several other small sail- 


ing boats on order and he takes in 
repair work on other wooden vessels. 
But the boats he sells are done pri- 
marily to finance the construction of 
his own boat, a 38-foot Sharpie Schoo- 
ner, a sailing vessel used in the late 


1800s as a crabbing boat. 


AFTER MORE than a year of la- 


bor, interrupted frequently by the 
smaller money-making projects, the 
schooner's hull is beginning to take 
shape. It lies upside down across the 
middle of the shop and it's hard to 


believe the boat will one day look like 
the graceful sailing vessel depicted in 
the plans. 


Kaylor, a native of California, grew 


up near the ocean and became fasci- 
nated with boats at an early age. 
Since then he's moved around the na- 


tion's coast, studying the designs of 
craft peculiar to each region. He set- 
tled in Pascagoula a few years ago 
after obtaining a job as a shipfitter at 
Ingalls Shipyard. 


He quit that job to devote more 


time to building his own boats. But 


when cash reserves are running low 
Kaylor admits he begins to consider 
the security of his former job at In- 
galls. 


"I thought about going back yester- 


day," he grinned, "but I'm not to that 
point quite yet."

Fennie drowns fears of adult swimmers

The woman was terrified. 


Vever before had she submerged 


her head into water and to say that 
the thought scared her would be like 
sjymg 
fish enjoy water. "I was 


scared out of mind," she said. 


But this woman was not alone with 


her fears. For this was the first day 
of an adult beginner's swimming class 
at the Mount Prospect Park District 
Lions Pool. About 15 others had 
fought their fears to show up: five 
more who signed up didn't attend. 


Although not all were quite as ncr- 


\oiis as the woman, many were ap- 
prehensn e. 


BUT TIIK VIBRANT instructor had 


worked with this kind of group before. 
Oil Fennie. Mount Prospect aquatics 
director, knew what to do and his en- 
couraging voice was the perfect anti- 
dote for their nervousness. 


A< one man floated across the pool. 


kicking his feet, Fennie bellowed as if 
he had discovered another Mark 
Spitz. "This is great! Look at this guy 
kick! Holy Toledo! Ohhhhhhhhhhhh!" 
he croons, his words penetrating ev- 
eryone around the pool. 


The man finally smiled. 


Fennie appreciates the importance 


of encouraging members of such a 
group, of making the art of swimming 
seem as easy as walking across the 
street. 


"They're quite frightened." says 


Fetuiie, who adds that these beginners 
wilt be able to swim across the pool 
when he's done with them. "You have 
lo go really slow and convince them 
that the water is going to hold them. 
That's the biggest fear people have — 
that they're going to sink. And only 


one in a thousand will have such a 
bone structure that they will actually 
sink." 


FENNIE FIRST HAS his student 


become acquainted with holding his 
breath, Then he works on the floating. 
(Three persons have problems with 
this part and they keep racticing 
while the others try floating across 
the pool with the aid of a kick board.) 


Most of the beginners did well for 


the first day, but the terrified woman 
was still fighting her fears. "I always 
wanted to know how to swim," she 
said later. "And I had signed up for 
classes before, but I never actually 
showed up. I decided this time I 
should," 


For another woman, the fear of wa- 


ter is much less a problem than the 
fear of embarrassment for enrolling 


in such a course. "You knosv — adult 
swimming lessons — you're afriad ev- 
erybody will laugh at you," she says. 
"I learned to splash in the water be- 
fore, but I've never learned to swim." 


One of the men in the eight-lesson 


course learned to "play" in the water 
but never to swim. "I just decided it 
was about time that I learned," he 
says. "I think it was more I never got 
around to it than a genuine fear." 


FENNIE SAID generally men seem 


more fearful than women and they 
are more likely to tense up. "The 
ladies seem lo relax more," he said. 
"Sometimes the men try to muscle it 
through and they tighten up." 


At least one other area park district 


tries to help swimming beginners' 
nervousness by maintaining an indoor 
program. "One thing we found is that 


we get more people, 20 to 40 at the 
Olympic Pool because it's an indoor 
facility," said Mert Taylor, superin- 
tendent of recreation at the Arlington 
Heights Park District. 


Taylor believes beginners may fa- 


vor an indoor pool because they don't 
have to worry about the weather or 
curious spectators looking through a 
fence. 


He says few persons quit the pro- 


gram at Arlington Heights once they 
begin. "Once they psyche themselves 
up to participate, most of them follow 
through," said Taylor. "They know 
what they want to get out of the 
course. Some of them have bought a 
boat and it suddenly dawns on them 
they don't know how to swim." 


Of 
the 
16 persons in Fennie's 


course, he predicts he'll lose one or 


two. He does everything he can to 
lower the percentage. '1 don't expect 
you to get these things I'm showing 
you right away," he said as the hour- 
long first session closed. "But COME 
BACK. Don't run away from it." 
Drying off after the lesson.

Sprinkling ban 
an area need 


Water is a natural resource 


that Is taken for granted in most 
communities, 
but 
Northwest 


suburban officials recently have 
been taking steps to change that. 


Public works directors from 


communities that belong to the 
Northwest Municipal Conference 
last week agreed to ask all their 
communities to adopt and en- 
force ordinances limiting lawn 
sprinkling. 


The officials indicated they 


see that as the first step toward 
an area-wide sprinkling limit 
which would proscribe sprin- 
kling in the various towns at 
various times. 


Such a proposal is a sound 


way to approach the problem of 
the need to conserve the dimin- 
ishing ground water supplying 
the wells of the Northwest sub- 
urbs. 


It is not enough, as several of- 


ficials have correctly pointed 
out in the past week, that resi- 
dents be asked to limit sprin- 
k 1 i n g . Sprinkling ordinances 


must be enforced with tickets, 
as is being done in Arlington 
Heights and Elk Grove Village. 


There is also a clear need for 


those 
communities, 
including 


Rolling Meadows and Mount 
Prospect, which do not have or- 
dinances limiting sprinkling, to 
adopt some. 


The regional ordinance ap- 


proach is probably the best ap- 
proach in the long run, but until 
that can be worked out, it is cer- 
tainly in the best interests of all 
Northwest suburban residents to 
have present ordinances en- 
forced. 


The Northwest suburbs, ex- 


cept for Des Plaines, are all 
drawing their water from the 
same underground source. While 
eventually the area may get wa- 
ter from Lake Michigan, that 
time could be a long way off. 


If a drier lawn is the price of 


preserving a continuing water 
supply to the area communities, 
who can fail to see the need to 
pay that price. 


More serious accident 
shouldn't be necessary 


Marilyn Lustyk, 1830 N. Lau- 


rel Dr., Palatine Township, has 
the right to be annoyed. 


Her back yard unfortunately 


is located near a curve on Long 
Grove Road just off Rand Road, 
and during the past several days 
two accidents — one involving a 
school bus and another a police 
car — have ended on her lawn. 
Trees and a stone walkway have 
been crushed. What is more 
frightening though is that two 
homes bordering the curve have 
b a c k y a r d swimming pools 
where children play. 


She has contacted Palatine' 


Township to ask that a guard 
rail be Installed. She has asked 
Commonwealth Edison to im- 
prove the lighting along the 
highway. She has asked the 
Cook County sheriff's police to 


increase patrols. She isn't sure 
what else to do, but she is sure 
that something should be done 
before an adult or child is hurt 
or killed. And she is right. 


Palatine Township highway 


officials have in the past in- 
stalled railings at hazardous 
highway areas, and we urge 
them to do so here. A sign warn- 
ing of a hazardous curve often is 
enough to prevent accidents. Po- 
lice should increase monitoring 
of the area and issue tickets if 
the speed limit is being ignored 
as Mrs. Lustyk reports. If high- 
way lighting is inadequate, Com- 
monwealth Edison should im- 
prove the situation. 


We agree with Mrs. Lustyk 


that it shouldn't take a more 
serious incident to get some- 
thing done.

Sen. Ribicoff 
discovers new 
Anti-Carter bias

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The issue 


was never raised during 32 primaries, 
but somehow Sen. Abraham Ribicoff 
of Connecticut discovered the exis- 
tence of a double bias against Jimmy 
Carter because he is a Baptist and 
comes from the South. 


Morally outraged, Ribicoff issued a 


statement: 


"All my life, I have insisted that no 


man should be denied high public of- 
fice because of his race, color or 
creed.

"Who among 
us who insists on tolerance-and objec- 
tivity based on character and ability 
would deny this right to a man who 
comes from Georgia and is a Bap- 
tist?" 


If a religious or a regional bias 


against Carter actually exists, Ribi- 
coff has come upon a well-kept secret. 
Where did he make his discovery? 


According to an aide who asked 


him, Ribicoff senses the bias and said 
it did not come from any particular 
group. 


RIBICOFF DESCRIBED it, accord- 


ing to the aide, as a "kind of whis- 
pering thing, cocktail talk that be- 
comes insidious..." 


In his statement, Ribicoff said he 


was "deeply disturbed by those who 
would deny a man the presidency 
solely because he was a Southerner." 


Well, if an anti-southern bias exists 


it did not show up in places like New 
Hampshire, 
Iowa, 
Pennsylvania, 


Michigan, Ohio or even Connecticut. 
Carter won all those primaries. And 
regional pride gave the Georgian a 
clean sweep in the southern pri- 
maries.

South has been elected president since 
1848, which is correct if one forgets 
that Lyndon Johnson's Texas was part 
of the old Confederacy or that Wood- 
row Wilson was born and educated in 
the South:

Strike nears end 
for beer drivers 


A tentative agreement was reached late Monday to end the strike 


by beer truck drivers that began April 10 and has kept most major 
brands out of stores and taverns in the area. No details of the 
agreement between beer distributors and Teamsters Local 133 were 
released, pending a ratification vote scheduled for 6 a.m. Wednes- 
day. The settlement was reached after a meeting with federal 
mediators that lasted more than eight hours. The strike has been 
marred by incidents of violence, as pickets stationed outside ware- 
houses of the beer wholesalers monitored the movement of nonun- 
ion drivers hired to deliver beer to customers.

Otis Gibson, head of 
the Illinois Coal Operators Assn. at Springfield, said the problem at 
Zeigler's Sparta mine apparently was a dispute over job bidding.

"I'd say we have 7,000 
miners out of work," he said. 


Airlines file $7 million suit 


Canada's three major airlines filed a lawsuit for at least $7 mil- 


lion in damages against Canadian pilots who have refused to fly 
after declaring Canadian air spaces unsafe. "This claim is open- 
ended, which means that the amount could increase depending on 
the length of the strike," said a spokesman for Air Canada, which, 
along with CP Air and Eastern Provincial Airways, filed the dam- 
age suit, Air Canada, the state-owned major carrier, also said lay- 
off of its more than 10,000 unionized employes would begin at mid- 
night Tuesday. Canada's 2,800 pilots declared the nation's air space 
"unsafe for flight operations" Monday and refused to fly despite 
three previous court actions. 


Food supply short in Moscow 


With meat supplies dwindling and some foods already rationed, 


the worst rains in 100 years have caused shortages of fruit and 
vegetables In Moscow. Russian housewives were paying three times 
the state price for farmers' home-grown produce. The shortages 
follow the virtual disappearance of such Items as poultry, the popu- 
lar brown buckvveat flour, coffee and pepper. And there were fears 
the red-meat situation will worsen. A mandatory "meatless Thurs- 
day" already has been declared in 'most Soviet restaurants and 
some outlying towns have two meatless days per week.

A sharp 0.6 per cent jump in the 


Labor Department's May Consumer 
Price Index — the largest gain since 
a 0.6 per cent increase in November 
1975 — contributed to the selling. 


The Dow average fell 9.82 points to 


997.63, the worst loss since it dropped 
9.90 points June 4. It thus failed for 
the seventh time this year to sustain a 
drive through the 1,000 level, where 
profit-taking pressures are heavy. 


The closely watched average of 30 


blue-chip industrials had been down 
only about a point with little more 
than an hour of trading to go as the 
market appeared to rally. (It had 
been off six points early in the ses- 
sion.) But selling accelerated in the 
last hour. 


The blue-chip average reached a 


six-week high Monday by gaining 5.57 
points to 1,007.45, not far from its 1976 
high of 1,01102 set April 21. 


THE MARKET'S setback was not 


confined to blue chips. Standard & 
Poor's 500-stock index lost 0.81 to 
103,47.

Cost of living 
increased .6% 
during May 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Inflation 


accelerated for the third consecutive 
month in May when soaring food and 
fuel prices drove the cost of living up 
0.6 per cent, the Labor Department 
reported Tuesday. 


May's consumer price rise, the big- 


gest since last November, reflected an 
annual rate of 7.2 per cent — ex- 
ceeding administration estimates of 
inflation ranging between 5 per cent 
to 6 per cent during 1976. 


Administration economists acknowl- 


edged the report made them increas- 
ingly wary'of a resurgence of inflation 
in the months ahead. 


BUT, 
TREASURY economist Her- 


man Liebling insisted the actual trend 
of inflation was "overstated" in May 
by a number of special factors — in- 
cluding the biggest monthly food price 
increase in 10 months. Food prices 
rose a full 1 per cent in May. 


Inflation began to accelerate after 


an unusually small 0.1 per cent rise in 
February. It picked up to 0.2 per cent 
in March, 0.4 per cent April and 0.6 
per cent in May. 


The Consumer Price Index stood at 


169.2 in May, an increase of 6.2 per 
cent from a year ago. It meant that 
retail goods and services costing $100 
in 1967 now cost $169.20. 


Inflation slackened somewhat on re- 


tail service prices during May, reflec- 
ting the first decline since last Octo- 
ber in mortgage interest rates. 


BUT THIS WAS more than offset by 


the strong surge in prices for food and 
other retail goods. Commodities other 
than food rose 0.6 per cent, most of it 
caused by increases for gasoline, used 
cars and new lines of apparel. 


Beef prices were up sharply in May 


along with many other grocery items, 
including pork, poultry, cereal and 
bakery products. Coffee prices rose 
4,8 per cent to a level 35 per cent 
higher than ayear ago. 


Gasoline and motor oil prices 


jumped 0.9 per cent in May, the first 
increase since last October.

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Hint sex bias 
in ouster of 
female cadet 


KINGS POINT, N.Y. (UPI) - Sen. 


Glenn Beall, R-Md., Tuesday de- 
manded to know why a female cadet 
he appointed to the U.S. Merchant 
Marine Academy was disciplined be- 
cause she was found in bed with a 
midshipman, while the male cadet 
was not. 


The woman, one of 25 female cadets 


at the academy, resigned in April at 
the request of school authorities, it 
was disclosed Monday. 


The 
midshipman, reportedly a 


member of the graduating class, was 
not disciplined. 


The woman cadet was appointed to 


the academy last fall on the recom- 
mendation of Beall and Rep. Marjorie 
Holt, R-Md. A spokesman said Rep. 
Holt had also asked the academy for 
"a full report" on the incident. 


THE YOUNG woman was not iden- 


tified. 


In a telegram sent Tuesday to 


Academy officials, Beall said, "I have 
been informed that one of my female 
appointees is being expelled for per- 
sonal misconduct. I would appreciate 
your giving the reasons for the ex- 
pulsion and also your assurances that 
e q u i t a b l e and nondiscriminatory 
treatment has been administered in 
this case." 


"We want to do everything possible 


to assure that this is not a case of sex 
discrimination," Beall said in the tele- 
gram. 


Capt. Charles Renick, a spokesman 


for the Merchant Marine, said the 
academy's general counsel in Wash- 
ington had issued strict orders not to 
discuss the case. 


An official source at the academy 


said the sexual episode was only one 
of several "pretty serious" infractions 
that led school authorities to ask the 
woman to resign. 


AMONG OTHER violations, the 


source said, the woman was once 
found in a room with four male ca- 
dets. She was restricted to campus as 
a result. 


The source said the young men 


were disciplined but refused to say 
precisely what action was taken 
against them. 


The U.S. Merchant Marine Acade- 


my opened in 1943 but did not accept 
women until two years ago. The wom- 
an who resigned was appointed last 
year. 


The academy source said school 


regulations prohibit sexual relations 
between cadets on campus. He said 
the academy also has strict rules gov- 
erning visiting in rooms by both male 
and female cadets.

ning. 


Northwest suburban juvenile offi- 


cers generally recognize one of two 
trends, based on their work with miss- 
ing youth in the past two years: either 
their community has experienced a 
steady increase In runaways, or the 
number of runaways has climbed to a 
moderate or heavy rate and remained 
there. 


Arlington Heights ranks among 


Northwest suburbs with the greatest 
number of missing juveniles. In 1974, 
173 runaways were reported; in 1975, 
178: and as of May 31, 81 runaways 
had been reported this year. Nine 
runaways from those three years are 
still missing, one case dating back to 
February 1974, according to Mike 
Schenkel. Arlington Heights juvenile 
officer. 


HOFFMAN ESTATES and Mount 


Prospect also have high numbers of 
runaway youth. In Hoffman Estates, 
132 were reported in 1974. 90 in 1975 
and 51 so far In 1976. At present, five 
remain missing, said Ron Sperandeo, 
Hoffman Estates juvenile officer. In 
IVfount Prospect. 118 were reported in 
1974. 100 in 1975 and 30 this year. All 
of those runaways have been located, 
said Mount Prospect youth officer 
Joan Forton. 


Missing youth In Des Ptaines num- 


ber more than In any other Northwest 
suburb because, along with runaways 
from the community, Des Plaines fig- 
ures also include those missing from 
the Maryville Academy and Forest 
Hospital. In 1974. 303 youths were 
missing and 460 In 1975. 


All missing youths from the Des 


Ptaines area have been located, said 
Kenneth Fredricks, Des Plaines youth 
section 
commander. 
Numbers of 


runaway youths from that community 
have increased steadily in the past 
two years, he said. 


"WE DEFINITELY see more nina- 


ways from Des Plaines homes today, 
t think the trend is that family ties 
are not as close. The kids want to ex- 
plore on their own. They take off by 
themselves because they thins they 
don't need someone to take care of 
them. And, sometimes they don't," he 
said. 


In Elk Grove Village. Palatine. 


Wheeling. Buffalo Grove and Schaum- 
burg. the number of runaway vouths 
m recent years has leveled off at a 
low or moderate rate. (Complete in- 
formation on missing youth could not 
be obtained from Prospect Heights 
and Rolling Meadows,) 


Juvenile officers contacted agree 


that runaways from the Northwest 
suburbs no longer go to Chicago or 
Old Town — areas pooular for runa- 
ways in the late "60s and early '70s. 
Instead, youths who actually leave 
their community go out of state — 
usually south to Florida or to one of 
the coasts. However, police officers 
say they find a large number of runa- 
ways in their own community, usually 
staying with a friend. 


A RUNAWAY from the Northwest 


suburbs is usually a girl between 14 
and 17. Juvenile officers say most 
runaways leave with a friend or two 
on the spur of the moment, taking 
not much more with them than the 
changge in their pockets and the 
clothes on their backs. 


Northwest suburban police depart- 


ments, based on their records of miss- 
ing juveniles, do a good job in locat- 
ing runaway youths. The real prob- 
lem, as Illustrated by Sperandeo. ap- 
pears after the youth is found. "Find- 
ing the youth is not the problem. It 
may take awhile, but we locate them. 
The real problem comes after we've 
got them — that's where it hurts." 


Most runaways from the Northwest 


suburbs return home, police say. For 
those, the police, along with several 
community and youth agencies in 
each suburb, provide both Individual 
and family counseling to help the 


Their biggest problem is finding a place to stay 


Runaway youth: finding them is one problem. 


Finding them a place to stay when they cannot 
or refuse to return home is another. In a two- 
part series starting today Bonita Brodt reports 
on this continuing problem for Northwest subur- 
ban police departments. 


Today she examines the general situation re- 


garding runaways in the Northwest suburbs and 
the alternative living arrangements for the ones 
who don't go home. In Part 2 Thursday she will 
report on her experience posing as a teenage 
runaway living at Chicago Uptown's New Life 
House where she spent three and a half days. 


runaway and family adjust, 


BUT THE ALTERNATIVES are 


limited when, for some reason, the 
runaway cannot or will not return 
home. 


Any kind of temporary housing fa- 


cility for the runaway who does not 
return home is difficult to find in or 
near the Northwest suburban area. 
Today there are basically two solu- 
tions to this problem: a temporary 
housing facility or emergency foster 
care provided by Shelter Inc., a non- 
profit agency in Hoffman Estates that 
places children in voluntary foster 
homes, or the Illinois Department of 
C h i l d r e n and Family Services 
(DCFS). 


There are two temporary housing 


facilities for runaway girls in or near 
the Northwest suburban area. Park 
Ridge Crisis homes, located in a 
spacious brick cottage near the Park 
Ridge School for Girls, have been in 
operation for about a year. There, 
with parental consent, any runaway 
girl age 12-17 may stay for up to three 
weeks. She receives food, shelter and 
both individual and family counseling 
to help her examine her alternatives. 
Crisis Homes serves only girls from 
North and Northwest suburban Cook 
County. 


A SIMILAR FACILITY, located in 


Uptown Chicago, is the New Life 
House. New Life operates with similar 
rules as the Crisis Homes: parental 
permission must be obtained before a 
girl may stay: girls may keep no al- 
cohol or drugs in the house; girls 
must complete a household chore 
daily; and they must be inside by city 
curfew. New Life is a 14-bed facility; 
Park Ridge has 11 beds. 


Donna Jared, administrative super- 


visor of the New Life House, said 
most of their girls come from the Chi- 
cago area but that some have come 
from North and Northwest suburbs. 


Northwest suburban juvenile offi- 


cers said they have placed quite a few 
girls in the Crisis Homes. But the 
problem is somewhat more difficult 
when a runaway boy is involved. 


BECAUSE THERE ARE no short- 


term care facilities that provide hous- 
ing and counseling for a runaway boy, 
area juvenile officers are sometimes 
in a bind when they have a runaway 
boy who cannot or will not return 
home. Especially so, because emer- 
gency foster homes for the teenage 
boy are difficult to find in the North- 
west suburban area, agrees Allan 
Yasgur, Shelter executive director, 
and DCFS personnel. 


In recent years, when faced with 


this dilemma, one of two choices, po- 
lice say, have usually been made: po- 
lice either placed the boy in tempora- 
ry detention in the Cook County Juve- 
nile Temporary Detention Center, 
(Audy Home); or referred the boy to 
DCFS or Shelter for a placement. 


Today, both of those alternatives 


have drawbacks. 


SEVERAL RUNAWAY boys re- 


ferred by the police to DCFS have, in 


turn, been referred to the detention 
center for temporary housing because 
of a lack of emergency foster homes 
in the North and Northwest suburban 
area, according to DCFS personnel. 
However, as of May 1, this type of 
placement was no longer permitted. 
And, by July, the police will no longer 
be able to refer a runaway boy to the 
detention center for temporary hous- 
ing, according to Jim Jordan, deten- 
tion center superintendent. 


Both of these results came out of a 


ruling earlier this year by Cook Coun- 
ty Juvenile Judge William White 
which said that status offenders, 
youth who have not committed any of- 
fense considered a criminal offense by 
an adult, referred by DCFS may no 
longer be housed in the detention 
center. The ruling will be extended to 
police referrals by the end of July, 
Jordan said. 


Jordan said this ruling was made in 


conformity with a 1974 federal judicial 
detention act that said any child wel- 
fare agency which receives federal 
funds must eliminate its status offen- 
ders from a detention setting. 
) 


IN 1975, 58 runaways from the 


Northwest suburbs were placed in the 
detention center by police or DCFS. 
But after July, when the detention 
center is off limits for police referral, 
police will have to rely on emergency 
foster placement and services through

Help only a telephone call away 


The National Runaway Switchboard 


(NRS) is a toll-free referral and infor- 
mation service for runaway youth na- 
tionwide, 


By simply calling the toll-free num- 


b e r 
(800-«21-4000 nationwide or 


800—972-6004 in Illinois) a runaway 
youth can be reached any time during 
the day or night by a trained volun- 
teer who will assist the youth in locat- 
ing counseling or referral service. 


And if the runaway wants to re-es- 


tablish communication with his or her 
family, NRS will take a message and 
deliver it to the parents within 24 
hours. 


THE 
SWITCHBOARD has more 


than 2,000 referrals of local youth- 
serving organizations across the U.S. 
where a young person can receive as- 
sistance. 


According to Amy Goldman, project 


director, most referrals made by the 
switchboard are to centers special- 
izing in dealing with runaway youth, 
or to a regional referral source — 
such as a hotline — which can identify 
the appropriate service in the area 
where the runaway is located. 


NRS began operation in July 1974. 


Of the nearly 16,000 calls received on 


the national lines during its first year, 
8,821 were defined as a significant. (A 
significant call is one where a NRS 
volunteer gives some assistance to the 
youth.) 


In that first year, 536 calls or about 


eight per cent of the total number 
were calls from Illinois. Illinois was 
the home state of 360 callers (7 per 
cent) and about 70 per cent of all the 
youth who had runaway and from Illi- 
nois homes and called NRS had re- 
mained in the state during their ab- 
sence from home. 


ALL INFORMATION that NRS vol- 


unteers ask of their callers is 
con- 


fidential and used only for research 
and statistical purposes. 


According to first year statistics, 


about half of the runaways who called 
were staying with a friend. Most 
runaways were female and the aver- 
age age of a runaway was between 15 
and 17. Most calls in the first year 
were to relay messages to family with 
the next frequent type of call to in- 
quire about alternate housing avail- 
able for a runaway. Most had not run 
away from home before and most had 
been away from home less than 14 
days when they called NRS. 


Self-supporting divorcee stymied in buying condo 


An appeal for information in a let- 


ter from C.F., divorced and the sole 
support of two children, reminded me 
that the roles of American women 
from early pioneer days to the pre- 
sent have much in common, even as 
they have changed. 


Each group, old and new, has as its 


ultimate goal, the security of family 
and home. In some ways, the pioneer 
woman who crossed the prairies, 
though subjected to more critical 
physical dangers, was luckier than 
women like C.F. The early pioneer 
woman could, and did, throw in her 
lot with her husband's. But C.F.'s 
kind of woman must go It atone in an 
Increasingly disoriented society which 
doMO't offer tor much in the way of 
•motional or economic props. 


C.F. has a few problems, though 


she doesn't define them that way 
when explaining what's happened to 
her. It cost her $6,000 to reclaim her 
children after her husband "kid- 
napped" them in violation of a court 
order which had given her custody. 
Recently, she underwent major sur- 
gery. 


HER EX-HUSBAND is what law- 


yers refer to as a deadbeat, someone 
who will never pay child support no 
matter how many pressures are 
placed upon him, including court or- 
ders. He is an alcoholic, has remar- 
ried and now has another family to 
support. 


C.F., a proud, intelligent woman, 


accepts all these facts and in spite of

all she has had to pay, including bills 
for his boat and automobile, she 
doesn't, in her own words, "owe any- 
one one cent." But she does have a 
modest dream. 


She earns $10,000 a year and would 


like to buy a condominium so that her 
girl and boy may have separate bed- 


rooms. She views the condo as a pos- 
sible security for their future. "But 
I'm told I need an income of $17,000," 
she says. "What can I do?" 


MY KNOWLEDGE of financing and 


particularly of subsidizing is limited. 
Still it seems to me that the Federal 
government is always willing to subsi- 


dize some particular group, study or 
research. Why not women like Mrs. 
C.F., an honest, hard-working woman 
who is the sole support of her children 
and has an earned income of $10,000? 
Certainly all pluses in her favor, I 
thought, so I started my search with 
Social Security, went from there to 
the Federal Information Bureau, then 
to HEW (Health, Education and Wel- 
fare) and wound up at HUD (Housing 
and Urban Development). 
' Social Security did not have a pro- 
gram that would help women like 
C.F. HEW couldn't help either but 
suggested that C.F. contact them if 
she ever needed information about 
finding her husband. HUD, like the 
others, was polite, even regretful, but 
again no program. If C.F. wished to 
bid on a house at auction, information 


was available. 


And there, because I couldn't get 


another lead on a government agency 
that could help C.F., my quest ended. 


My next step is to appeal to readers 


of th>s column. If anyone has any in- 
formation that could start C.F. in the 
direction of her condominium, I'm 
certain not only she. but all the "new 
pioneer" ladies and those to follow 
will appreciate your sending it to this 
column.

Strict vegetarian 
diet lacks B-12 


1 am a vegetarian. I've read that even the best of vegetarian 


diets lack vitamin B-12, but other books say that there Is nothing 
lacking. Would you set the record straight and let us vegetarians 
know if we're getting all the vitamins and nutrients we need? 


Vitamin B-12 is found in animal products. Strict vegetarians who 


use no animal protein at all in their diet are consuming a vitamin 
B-12 deficient diet. Micro-organisms do live in the nodules of le- 
gumes that synthesize coenzyme B-12 and that delays the manifes- 
tations of B-12 deficiency. The strict vegetarians also get plenty of 
folk acid from leafy vegetables. The folic acid may help to prevent 
part of the problems of B-12 deficiency but not some of the vital 
ones. 


Vegetarians who use milk, cottage cheese and dry milk powder 


will get some B-12 from these products. Also, there is an adequate 
amount of B-12 in egg yolks. But if these items are not in the diet, 
then you should seriously consider adding some B-12 to your daily 
nutrient intake. I'd recommend that such individuals just take an 
ordinary daily all-purpose vitamin pill and that will meet the daily 
needs for B-12. 


You can get sufficient amounts of protein in a vegetarian diet 


that Includes plenty of beans, particularly soybeans, plus some 
wheat In the diet. However, for growing children who need greater 
amounts of some of the amlno acids I think it is wise to also include 
milk and milk products in the diet. 


To give you more Information on daily dietary needs I'm sending 


you The Health Letter number 4-6, Balanced Diet, Recommended 
Daily Dietary Allowances (RDA). Others who want this information 
send 50 cents with a long, stamped self-addressed envelope for 
mailing.

Could there be any danger of hemorrhage from taking 10 milli- 


grams of Coumadin as a blood thinner over a period of time? 


It is certainly a warning that you should see a doctor at once and 


have your blood tested. A dose of 10 milligrams a day is the upper 
range that is usually given and is likely to be too much over a 
period of time. 


The dose does have to be regulated for each patient according to 


how his bloodclottlng factors respond. You can tell this only with 
blood tests. I do not think anyone should be taking Coumadin unless 
they have fairly regular tests done to be sure the dose is properly 
regulated. 


Individuals taking Coumadin and other medicines to prevent 


clotting of the blood should be aware that some common medicines 
can Increase their tendency to bleeding Aspirin is a good example 
Aspirin atone can increase the bleeding tendency and has been 
known to cause hemorrhages in people taking large amounts. 


Tylenol will not cause bleeding when taken alone, but it will 


Increase the action of Coumadin and in this way increase the ten- 
dency to hemorrhage. Since people can get aspirin and Tylenol 
without a prescription, the doctor may not know they are taking 
these medicines and that plays hob with trying to regulate the 
blood-clotting mechanism.

This recipe for stew 
guaranteed delicious 


Many of you are constantly looking for new recipes for tasty 


stew. Here's a delicious form of Bourguignon that makes six liberal 
servings. It comes from Mrs. Herman Weiss, who loves to ex- 
periment. 


Melt three tablespoons shortening in a skillet and add two me- 


dium onions, sliced fine, and one chopped garlic clove. Stir and 
cook until yellowish, then remove to a Dutch oven or heavy pot. 
Brown two pounds cubed filet of chuck in the remaining shortening 
(you may need a little more). Add browned beef to onions, sprinkle 
with a tiny bit of flour and salt and pepper. Stir, then add two cups 
dry red wine and one cup stewed canned tomatoes. Let this come to 
a boll, then cover and turn to simmer for three hours. If liquid boils 
down too much, add a little bouillon or canned chicken broth. If 
meat is tender before time is up, add two sliced carrots, and any 
other vegetables desired such as white onions, lima beans, one 
tablespoon chopped fresh parsley and, if desired, three medium 
potatoes, cubed. Cook until vegetables are almost tender, then add 
one-half pound sliced fresh mushrooms. Cook about IS minutes 
longer.

Shelter Inc. or DCFS, and they are 
wary of the consequences, 


Most every juvenile officer con- 


tacted expressed disappointment with 
the manner in which DCFS handles 
his case referrals of runaways or any 
other youths. 


"You generally think the runaway 


has run away from a problem. The 
thing they need most is counseling 
and to determine what the problem is. 
Child and Family Services are cer- 
tainly not doing it. They are simply 
not doing their job," said Des Flames' 
youth commander Fredricks 


O F F I C E R S 
expressed dis- 


appointment in the DCFS operation 
with police referrals basically be- 
cause they believe the agency is out 
of touch with the Northwest suburban 
area. 


"AH I know is that when I call them 


(DCFS) up for help, it is like getting 
in to see President Ford," said Den- 
nis Hogy, Schaumburg juvenile offi- 
cer "When we call them and say we 
need some aid right now, not tomor- 
row, the quick response we get is 
zero. When we call them, it's only a 
last resort — when we have no other 
place to run to. It's our last place to 
look when we call them, and then 
those people still treat us like there 
must be another alternative to calling 
them." 


Paul Buckholz, Arlington Heights 


captain, agreed that DCFS personnel 
sometimes offer 
little cooperation. 


"We would want to report a child we 
found missing, and she (DCFS) would 
say 'what's that?' and then you would 
say the boy was hurt when he was 
waiting for something and she would 
ask you how to spell waiting." 


Buckholz summed up the problem 


that he and many other Northwest 
suburban juvenile officers see in 
DCFS. 


"The biggest probem is their size. 


They don't have many representatives 
in this area, certainly not enough to 
service the Northwest area as it 


should be. It's a big conglomeration 
that is not much of a public Service a 
it stand now.'" 


When contacted, DCFS personnel 


would give no reply to the dis- 
satisfactions expressed by Northwest 
suburban juvenile officers other than 
to outline their two new projects that 
go in effect by July. These projects, 
representatives said, will help DCFS 
reach the Northwest suburbs. 


In reaction to the detention center 


ruling, DCFS started a status offen- 
ders project with a goal to de-m- 
stitutionalize status offenders in Illi- 
nois and get all runaway youths out of 
detention 


ACCORDING TO Sue Richmond, as- 


sistant project director, this project 
will work through the DCFS North 
area coordinator and try to secure 
more emergency foster parents to 
serve all of Cook County. 


Another DCFS project is called al- 


ternatives to detention. This project 
will work to contract agencies in all of 
Cook County to provide services for 
runaway youths. This project is sup- 
posed to service the Northwest sub- 
urbs by the end of July.

The U.S. Marine Corps 


'Mystique* suffers under charges of maltreatment 


by ROBERT KAYLOR 


PARRIS ISLAND, S.C. (UPI) 
- 


Seventy-two shaven heads, their own- 
ers seated in impeccably straight 
lines on the barracks floor, look up at 
the stern-faced Marine officer who 
stands at rigid parade rest in front of 
them. You can hear a pin drop. 


Lt. Col. Andrew F. Bauer is wel- 


coming a new group of recruits to the 
physical and mental ordeal that is 
known as boot camp. He tells them it 
is likely to be the most demanding ex- 
perience they will ever face. 


"For those of you who don't give it 


100 per cent, we will weed you out, 
one by one," Bauer says slowly. 


"Now I am going to introduce you 


to your drill instructor. He will be the 
most significant person in your life." 


THE SHAVEN HEADS crane for a 


first glimpse of the man who will con- 
trol their every move for the next 77 
days of basic training. The senior DI 
(drill instructor) and his two assist- 
ants march into the room to receive 
from Bauer their badget of office, 
wide-brimmed campaign hats, and to 
repeat the DI oath. 


The ceremony is carried out hun- 


dreds of times a year at Parris Is- 
land. The aim is psychological and it 
is all part of what a senior officer de- 
scribes as "the perception of the elite, 
this mystique of the Marines." 


It also helps foster the legend of the 


drill instructor as a demigod in the 
lore of the U.S. Marine Corps. 


These days, however, the image of 


the DI has been tarnished and every- 
one here is painfully aware of it. The 
Marines, a proud and traditionbound 
fighting force, have come under at- 
tack again. As it has before, criticism 
centers on maltreatment of recruits at 
training depots here and in San Diego, 
Calif. 


Other allegations question the com- 


aat ability of the Marines — allega- 
;ions that recruiters have cheated on 
tests and falsified records system- 
atically, bringing in physically, men- 
tally and morally unqualified recruits 
now that there is no draft for military 
service. 


To some Marines and supporters of 


the corps, there is fear that wide- 
spead public and congressional dis- 
approval could lead to a major 
'eorganization of the Marine Corps 
and its methods, or even its outright 
abolition as a military ananchronism 
in a changing world. 


SOME INCIDENTS which have 


prompted criticism are tragic, such 
as the case of Pvt. Lynn E. McClure, 


mentally deficient youth whose re- 


cruitment is under question and who 
was fatally injured in a beating at San 
3iego that Marine DI's are alleged to 
lave ordered. 


Other incidents are bizarre. One re- 


cruit told a congressional subcom- 
mittee he had trouble keeping in step 
while marching at Pan-is Island, and 
that his drill instructor "approached 
me while I was moving and bit me on 
the ear." 


There are no available figures on 


low many unfit recruits enter the Ma' 
rine Corps, but in an average recruit 
Jlatoon at Parris Island, 17 per cent 
today are declared unfit and dis- 
charged by the end of boot camp. 


Last year that figure approached 23 


per cent, and there is evidence that 
not all the undesirables are weeded 
out. There were more than three 
imes as many courts-martial in the 
Marines last year than in any other

branch of the armed services, and 
more than four times as many desert- 
ions. 


The Marine commandant, Gen. 


Louis H. Wilson, says he ordered the 
attrition rate cut down last year, but 
that enlistment 
requirements 
also 


were upgraded. "I'm inclined to be- 
lieve most of the unsatisfactory re- 
cruits have been attritted," he says. 


BUT ON THE drill field at Parris 


Island, the view is sometimes differ- 
ent than from across a witness table 
on Capitol Hill. 


DIs say that in some platoons, the 


number of unfit recruits they get is 
still as high as one in four. 


"We're putting a lot into the street 


(through boot camp and on to an as-1 


signment) who shouldn't be in the Ma- 
rines," one DI said. 


The DI's vocabulary also includes 


such terms as "heavy barreling" and 
"thumping.1' 
Heavy 
Barreling 
is 


cheating or stretching the rules to en- 
list a recruib. Thumping is striking a 
trainee or other maltreatment, such 
as pushing him down a flight of stairs. 


About half the 600 DIs at Parris Is- 


land volunteered for the job. The oth- 
er half were "selected" by the corps 
and had no choice. About half are 
combat veterans. Close to half don't 
make it through their six-week train- 
ing course. 


The average age of DIs has become 


lower in recent years and in some 
cases instructors can be younger than 
some of the recruits they train. Rout- 
ing working day runs 12 to 18 hours, 
and when a platoon is undergoing 


training, there are no days off. Pres- 
sure is high. 


ACCORDING TO career Marines, 


there always has been some "thump- 
ing" of recruits in the corps. 


These Veterans say some DI's would 


never strike a recruit under any cir- 
cumstances. A few others may use 
physical coercion if they think it will 
help turn a recruit into a Marine. 


Some will hit a slow or recalcitrant 


recruit out of sheer frustration. Only 
a very few will do it because they en- 
joy inflicting pain, they say. 


Last year at Parris Island there 


were 88 incidents in which drill in- 
structors faced charges of assaulting 
or harassing recruits. 


This year, there has been one court- 


martial at Parris Island in which a 
drill instructor was senteneced to be 
discharged from the corps for shoot- 
ing a recruit in the hand. DIs have 
been relieved of duty in two other 
cases of striking recruits. 


Whether it is because the corps is 


feeling the heat or because younger, 
Vietnam-era DI's are not as hard- 
nosed as their predecessors, there is 
general agreement that maltreatment 
is not as common as it used to be. 


"There's nowhere near the thump- 


ing now as there was even when I 
went through," said a young DI who 
completed boot camp only two years 
ago and recently returned to Parris 
Island. 


AMONG REFORMS that have been 


ordered — some before the latest 
wave of putlic indignation broke — 
are greater officer supervision of DIs,

elimination of traditional nose-to-nose 
yelling at recruits by DIs, and the 
phasing out of "motivation" platoons 
in which slow or recalcitrant recruits 
moved sand from one pile to another 
or crawled through slime-filled dit- 
ches. 


Many recruits say the training is 


not as rough as they had expected, 
but in the time-honored tradition or 
the Marines, the staff at Parris Island 
is trying to work around the reforms. 


Marine commandant Wilson told 


Congress that recruits now get an 
hour in the evening when they can 
watch television or do whatever they 
wish, with no drill instructors allowed 
near them. 


Officers at Parris Island said, how- 


ever, that DI's enter barracks during 
this time to check onthings, and can 
use time to "counsel" recruits. 


"LOSING THE motivation platoon 


hurt," says S. Sgt. William P. Ward, 
26, of Atlanta, A senior DI. "I've got 
72 men in my platoon and I don't have 
time to mess around with problem re- 
cruits. 


"There has to be an outlet. If there 


isn't, it just causes more pressure on 
a DI that can almost force him to do 
something to a recruit." 


By way of illustration Ward said he 


recently gave a recruit an order, 
"and he looked me in the eye and said 
'F- you.' Well, what do I do? In the 
old days I might have sent him to a 
motivation platoon and tried to sal- 
vage something. Now, I just sent him 
to the series commander and he's 
probably on his way out of the corps." 


SENIOR MARINE officers say such 


incidents of insubordination by re- 
cruits are fairly common in the new 
Marine Corps, and that Ward's way of 
handling the situation was correct. 
But, said one, "you'll always have 
the guy who will react by hauling 
off and letting the recrit have it." 


The decreed end of yelling at re- 


cruits at close quarters — "artificial 
stress" as it's called in official Ma- 
rine language — is also mourned by 
many DIs. 


"Stress has its value in training," 


one DI said. "I don't mean making 
recruits jump off roofs and that sort 
of thing. That just brings discipline 
through fear, and as soon as you turn 
your back it's gone. But it takes a 
pretty good man to stand up and have 
someone else chew him out. 


"A lot of times when I was in Viet- 


nam I was thankful someone had been 
hard on my butt. That's what combat 
is — mental stress until you don't 
know what's going to happen next." 


DESPITE THE changes, some old- 


school Marines remain at Parris Is- 
land, Like one DI whose training pla- 
toon carries a banner reading: "Lead 
Us to Moscow." 


He judges good Marine material not 


so much by whether a recruit has a 
high school education but on his build 
and physical condtion. He says prob- 
lems with recruits may be less the 
fault of the recruiters than "the atti- 
tude of the American public in gener- 
al these days." 


The old-timer adds: "They'll wish 


they have the Marines the next time 
there's a war." He turns toward his 
men. "Private, get over here. Tell the 
man how good everything is here."

Palmer, Trevino, 
Miller and Player — are missing 
from the Western Open entry list, 


But look again, Among the pro gol- 


fers that will tee It up in today's pro- 
am (see Scoreboard) there's a new 
glamour group, The guys that are 
winning; not the older pros who used 
to win. 


Eight of the top nine finishers from 


the toughest tournament of all — the 
U.S. Open — are here this week. And 
leading the list is the guy some people 
are billing as the heir apparent to 
Jack Nlclaus — Open champion Jerry 
Pate. 


Pate's stunning victory on Sunday 


in Atlanta makes him the pro tour's 
hottest product. Having two major ti- 
tles (he won the national amateur in 
1974) at the tender age of 23, this 
young superstar will be a marked 
man for this week's Western galleries. 


Also red hot from the Open are 


John Mahaffey, Tom Watson (the 1874 


Western winner) and Ben Crenshaw. 


Two drawing cards from a slightly 


older generation are Tom Weiskopf 
and Al Geiberger, who both placed 
second to Pate. 


And then there's Hale Irwin, possi- 


bly the best player in the world right 
now. The Western's defending cham- 
pion is playing in his ninth Western. 


In his last four appearances, Irwin's 


record here has been unsurpassed — 
a tic for third in '72, a tie for second 
in '73, a fourth in '74 and a magnifi- 
cent one-under-par 283 total for first 
ptace in '75. 


Ten players in the ISO-man field 


have accounted for nearly half of the 
tour wins. Besides Pate, other young- 
sters are Gary Koch, age 25 (Talla- 
hasse Open); Crenshaw, 26 (Crosby 
and Hawaiian opens); Bob Gilder, 26 
(Phoenix Open); and Mark Hayes, 27 
(Nelson Classic). 


Other tour winners among the older 


set are Irwin (LA and Citrus opens), 
Geiberger (Greensboro Open), Gibby 


Gilbert (Memphis Open) and J. C. 
Snead (San Diego Open). 


All of these present champions plus

Add to this a couple of superb ex- 


amateurs making their pro debuts —

has something for everyone. 


Today's pro-am will also feature 


some celebrities. Going off in the 8 
a.m. opening tee-off time will be 
Floyd Kalber, who's leaving Channel 
5 for the Today Show. 


In the afternoon such football no- 


tables as Bud Wilkinson, Duffy Daug- 
herty, Eddie Crowder, Terry Brennan 
and Bump Elliot will be playing. 


Ticket prices today through Friday 


are $8. Saturday and Sunday tickets 
are $9. 


with several U.S. Open, Masters, and 
PGA champs wearing the Amana in- 
signia, there's got to be more in- 
centive than a few bucks.

Word gets around and out the extra 
checks go. 


"When Lou Graham showed up on 


the cover of Sports Illustrated (as 
well as every other newspaper in the 
world) with the cap on, we were very 
proud of that," said the spokesperson. 


"We just have tremendous loyalty. 


When Larry Ziegler won the Jackson- 
ville Open last year, they (media 
people) wanted him to take his cap 
off. But he said, 'Nope. I'll even sleep 
with my cap on.' " 


He said there was also an "in- 


centive" for winnng tournaments, but 
he wouldn't say what it was. When 
asked if such name pros lost their 
credibility wearing advertisements on 
their heads, he answered:

Stennett leads Pirate hit parade

Rennie Stennett loves to come to 


Chicago because it gives him a 
chance to beef up his batting average, 
And Stennett's Pittsburgh teammates 
love to come here because they like to 
win. 


Stennett rapped out five singles In 


six trips to the plate and the Pirates 
shelled six Cub pitchers for 19 base 
hits on their way to a 10-7 victory 
Tuesday afternoon. It was an in- 
auspicious start to the Cubs' seven- 
game homestand which runs through 
Sunday, after which they pack off for 
Pittsburgh. Ugh! 


Stennett, who last year went 7-for-7 


when the visiting Pirates beat the 
Cubs 22-0, drove In the first two runs 
off Bill Bonham in the fifth inning Bill 
had carried a shutout through a one- 
hour rain delay, which had held up 
play after the completion of three in- 
nings. 


The rain delay, more than anything, 


gave the Pirate hitters a chance to 
get their heads together. 


"We were hitting the ball hard in 


the first four innings," said Stennett. 
"But they were all right at somebody. 
We knew that if we kept making con- 
tact, we'd score some runs. 


"All the Pirates love to hit here in 


Wrigley Field," Stennett observed. 


The Cubs had scored four runs in 


the third off Pittsburgh southpaw Jer- 
ry Reuss, thanks to a little wildncss 
and a fielding error by Reuss. A 
couple 
of 
Inopportune 
intentional 


walks helped, too. 


Reuss walked Bonham on four 


straight balls to open the frame and 
when Joe Wallis put down a sacrifice 
bunt, the Pirate pitcher misplayed it 
for an error. After Jose Cardenal's 
grounder moved both runners up, the 
Pirates decided to walk Bill Madlock 
to load the bases for the slump-ridden 
Jerry Morales. 


But Morales broke out of his slump 


by ripping a two-run double into the 


right field corner. It was the first of 
his three hits for the day, including a 
two-run homer in the ninth. 


George Mitterwald was put on in- 


tentionally to load the sacks again, 
but Reuss walked Manny Trillo to 
force in a run and Dave Rosello fol- 


lowed with a swinging bunt down the 
third-base line to drive in another run. 


Then the rains came. After a delay 


of 1:05, Madlock smashed a home run 
to give the Cubs a 5-0 lead. 


But Bonham was all pitched out by 


then. 


Singles by Manny Sanguillen and 


rookie pinch hitter Omar Mareno pre- 
ceded Stennett's two-out line shot to 
right center field in the fifth, giving 
the Pirates their first two runs. Al 
Oliver followed with a hit and Willie 
Stargell walked to load the bases, but 
Bonham got out of the jam with no 
more damage. 


Bonham got through the sixth un- 


scathed, too, despite a two-out single 
by Sanguillen and a two-base error on 
the play by Morales. 


But Frank Taveras and Stennett 


greeted the Cub hurler with singles to 
open the seventh and Bonham de- 


parted. Darold Knowles was the next 
pitcher and he surrendered RBI sin- 
gles to Stargell and Richie Zisk before 
being pulled in favor of Oscar Za- 
mora. 


The first man Zamora faced was 


Bill Robinson, who slashed a single 
into left field to score Stargell with 
the tying run. Zamora cut off the 
throw near the mound in hope of get- 
ting Zisk at third, but his throw to 
Madlock was wild and Zisk got up and 
scored the go-ahead run. 


The Pirates scored four more runs 


in the eighth off Buddy Schultz and 
Mike Garman before Bruce Sutler 
held them scoreless in the ninth. 


After Morales cracked his round- 


tripper in the ninth with Cardenal 
aboard, the Cubs loaded the bases and 
had the winning run at the plate be- 
fore Ramon Hernandez retired pinch 
hitter Mike Adams to earn the save 
for reliefer Larry Demery. 


according to the spokesperson. It's his 
job to make sure his buddies keep 
their heads covered with Amana.

be on hand, but haven't appeared, are 
Junior Bridgeman, Bill Robinzine and 
Cliff Pondexter. 


"Bridgeman is going to law school 


at Marquette right now," Meyer said. 
"And I think he'll be here tomorrow. 


"It's not fair to the other players 


who have been here practicing not to 
play behind someone who hasn't prac- 
ticed." 


Meyer has found an uncut gem to 


handle the middle in Wisconsin-Park- 
side's Gary Cole, a raw 6-11 center. 


"Cole is a good one," Meyer said. 


"He's learning every day. If he 
doesn't understand something he asks 
questions and (Bob) Love has been 
helping him a lot. 


"He's going to make somebody a 


good pro." 


The All-Stars will also get front line 


help from Portland Trailblazer La 
Rue Martin and De Paul's Andy Pan- 
cratz, who both officially joined the 
team Tuesday. 


Meyer continued to be bothered 


with his guard lineup and he knows 
they won't be able to stay with the 
Olympians for an entire game.

KANSAS CITY, MO. - Powered by 


three home runs, including inside- 
the-park grand slam by rookie Kevin 
Bell, the White Sox posted a 14-8 win 
over the division leading Kansas City 
Royals Tuesday night to sweep the 
two-game series. 


Bell's blast, his first major league 


round tripper, went into the left field 
corner, On the play, Royals left field- 
er Tom Poquette ran into the wall and 
was knocked unconscious, allowing 
Bell to circle the bases. 


P o q u e t t e later regained con- 


sciousness In the dressing room and 
was taken to a nearby hospital, where 
it was learned that his left cheekbone 


had been fractured on the play and 
will need surgery. 


Hot-hitting first baseman Jim Spen- 


cer started things off for the Sox in 
the first inning when he blasted a 
three-run homer. 


After Bell's shot made it 7-0 in the 


third, Jorge Orta popped a two >un 
home run in the fourth that made it 
9-0. The Sox added three more in the 
sixth on a two-run triple by Ralph 
Garr, who scored moments later on a 
sacrifice fly by Orta. 


The Royals came back, scoring a 


total of seven runs in the fourth, fifth 


• and sixth off Sox starter Jesse Jeffer- 
son, who was Ineffective during his 
5-1/3 Inning stint, but picked up the 
win, his second against two losses. 


Jefferson departed 
after Kansas 


City third baseman George Brett rap- 
ped his third hit of the night to drive 
in the fifth Royals' run. 


Pete Vucovich came on and imme- 


diately gave up a two-run double to 
John Mayberry and a walk before 
throwing a double play ball to Jim 
Wohlford, who had replaced the in- 
jured Poquette, to end the inning. 


The Sox added their 13th run in the 


seventh on a single by Garr. The loss 
was the fourth straight for the Royals, 
their longest losing streak so far this 
season. 


Vucovich went two Innings before 


giving way to Dave Hamilton in the 
eighth. Vucovich, also, was unimpres- 
sive in relief, giving up the eighth 
Kansas City run in the eighth inning. 


The Sox added another run in the

"I've seen all the Olympic players 


at one time or another," Meyer said. 
"But I'm not overly impressed with 
that win over the Israeli team. 


"They might have hit 1 per cent of 


their shots but the game was played 
at two levels. 


"One up with the ball, where the 


Americans were, and one down with- 
out it. Where the Israelis were.''

soccer-watching audience in the city's history. 


The Sting whipped the Cosmos 2-1 in May, the last time the two 


teams met. Pele scored the lone New York goal in that game.

classed Stephen Warboys Tuesday and into the third round of the 
$280,000 Wimbledon tennis championships but Arthur Ashe looked 
anything but a defending champion as he struggled through 57 
games before disposing of Allan Stone. 


Connors, who did not lose a set last year until he was upset by 


Ashe in the final, looked every inch a champion in defeating War- 
boys, a 6-foot-4 Briton, 6-3, 6-2, 6-3, while Ashe, the top seed, 
struggled for nearly three hours before eliminating Stone, an Aus- 
tralian veteran who never has won anything, 7-5,8-9,9-7,7-5. 


The top eight girls in the draw of 64 also came through safely on 


the second day of the 12-day championships. 


Chris Evert, favored to regain the title she lost to Billie Jean 


King last year, defeated Linda Thomas of Orlando, Fla., 6-1, 6-1, in 
a brisk 40 minutes, while Evonne Goolagong, seeded to meet her in 
the final, played sloppily in beating Holland's Elly Vessies Appel, 
6-2, 7-5. 


Bosle Casals, the other U.S. girl seeded at No. 6, defeated Lind- 


sey Sevan of Britain, 6-3, 6-2, to join Evert in the second round 
along with the other seeds: Virginia Wade, Martina Navratilova, 
Olga Morozova, Sue Barker and Kerry Reid. 


.. .but Evert shakes it up 


WIMBLEDON — Chris Evert said Tuesday that she would lead a 


boycott of next year's Wimbledon Championships unless the All- 
England elub paid equal prize money to men and women. 


"Percentage wise we want equality and unless we get it next 


year we don't come," Evert told newsmen. "We can very easily get 
another tournament with much more money in the States or even 
over here. 


"Eight of the top 10 players in the world have already signed a 


petition calling on the All-England Club to institute equal prize 
money," Evert added. 


Roberts sets world vault mark 


EUGENE, Ore. — Dave Roberts, borrowing a pole from Earl 


Bell, took the pole vault world record to 18 feet 8Vz inches Tuesday 
at the U.S. Olympic Track and Field trials. 


Roberts, who will celebrate his 25th birthday next month at the 


Olympic Games In Montreal, got the record on his third attempt 
after missing twice and snapping his own pole. 


Charles Foster, America's top high hurdler 


this year, breezed through his heat Tuesday at the U. S. Olympic 
Track and Field Trials, much to the delight of the men's coaching 
staff, but back in the training room word came out that sprinter 
Houston McTear hurt himself far worse than first announced while 
finishing second in the 100 meter dash. 


Foster came to the Trials, which will determine the makeup of 


the American team to the Montreal Games next month, with a left 
hamstring pull. Leroy Walker, the men's coach, was worried more 
about Foster than anyone else, and rightly so, since Charles is 
second ranked in the world and a good bet for a gold or silver at 
Montreal if healthy. 


Foster ran with his left leg heavily taped in his heat of the 110 


meter hurdles Tuesday and seemed like his old self, winning easily 
in the good time of 13.81, Charlie said later his leg felt fine and 
there was a collective sigh of relief from the coaching staff. 
' Meanwhile, though, McTear was preparing for a trip to Los An- 
geles, where he will be put under the care of orthopedic surgeon 
Robert Wanatabe for the next 10 days. 


Dr. Stan James, a Eugene orthopedic surgeon who is adminis- 


tering to athletes during these Trials, said McTear, who finished 
second to Harvey Glance in the 100 dash final on Saturday, has a 
muscle strain in his left hamstring, an injury that requires careful 
attention over the next week to 10 days.- 


Unique defense in hockey trial 


TORONTO — Detroit Red Wing Dan Maloney's defense In his 


assault trial starting Wednesday will be that victim Brian Glennie 
of the Toronto Maple Leafs "consented" to the attack merely by 
stepping on the ice for the National Hockey League game. 


Maloney's attorney, George Finlayson, said in an interview Tues- 


day that "the defense is basically consent — this is the way the 
game is played. 


"So far as Brian Glennie is concerned he was consenting to be

Steve Keeley, one of the world's 


best known racquetball players, vis- 
ited the Northwest suburbs Monday to 
display some of his skill and to pro- 
mote his new book on the sport. 


Just after completing a 30-hour car 


ride from his San Diego home, Keeley 
*as still able to show why he has 
twice been in the finals of the national 
singles competition 


He played an exhibition game with 


Shirley Llnd. the professional at the 
Court Mouse In Arlington Heights, and 
won, 21-6. But he said she gave him a 
better game than the professional he 
had played that morning. 


Keeley started plajing paddleball in 


1967, but switched to racquetbaU In 
1971. The transformation took about 
two weeks. 


"For some reason, I was good at 


it " Keeley said "It just came natu- 
ral for me. Whereas some people 
have the ability to play team sports, I 
have the makeup to play individual 
sports, where you can go and practice 
on your own." 


Racquetball experienced much of 


its growth in Southern California 
which is where Keeley resides. 


"That's where all the main playeis 


migrated to because of the com- 
petition and it has just snowballed 
from there," Keeley said 


the sport continues to grow and, ac- 


cording to the United Stutcb Racquet- 


ball Assn., the number of those who 
play doubles annually. They also re- 
port that In 1973, about 350,000 players 
had tried the sport, while this year 
the number will reach 1,600,000. 


"You just have to look at the 


court clubs to see the growth," Keeley 
said. "There was no such thing in 1971 
and now they are gi owing all over the 
place "

clubs, with three times that number 
in the planning stages By 1978, 2,000 
are planned 


The sport has done very well on col- 


lege campuses and it used to be that 
the students were playing it on then- 
own Now it is included in many in- 
tramural programs and, in some in- 
stances, is played on an inter- 
collegiate level.

Open lived up to reputation; 
pros iound some more excuses 


I don't know whether you know it or 


not but gotf pros are the biggest com- 
plalners In the whole scope of sport. 
Someone coughed on their back- 
swings, their foot slipped because the 
tee was wet. The greens are too fast, 
too stow, too green, too undulating, 
not undulating enough. A camera 
clicked, the earth moved. He's aller- 
gic to meat. One gay even glamed his 
horoscope for an 81 once. 


These guys have more excuses than 


a guy coming home with lipstick on 
his. collar after having lunch with his 
secretary 


I thought I had heard most of them 


but the first round of the U.S. Open 
produced the medalist among golf ex- 
cuses. One hundred and forty-seven 
golfers shot lousy rounds and the rea- 
son was — are you ready? — the 
grass was too long! Also, it grew too 
fast. It was — get this! — one quarter 
of an inch too long for anyone to 
break par. 


Shucks, if these guys don't like to 


play off grass, let them move the 
Open to Montalvo. Or one of those 
rubber mat courses like Brackenridge 
Park. 


I swear I don't know how most of 


them knew the grass was too long. 
They weren't in the fairway all that 
much to judge from the scores. I've 
seen more birdies in the 25-and-over 
handicap flight at Lakeside. Would 
believe an Open round for Jack Nick- 
laus without a birdie? 


The complaints got so loud, the 


tournament committee offered up a 
scapegoat: the golf course mower. 
The blades were set a quarter-inch 
too high. What this meant to the gol- 
fers was that they could not lilt those 
tittle backspln bites that would hit the 
green and suck back a foot 
from 


where they landed. They would "fly" 
across or through the green the way " 
your shots and mine do. 


Actually, that's one of the things I 


like best about an Open. Not only 
does it bring out the latest in golf ex- 
cuses but the pros suddenly find 
themselves playing the same game 
you and I play. 


For instance. I don't know about 


you but I hardly ever reach a par 4 in 
two. To tell you the truth I hardly 
ever reach them in three. 


But the pros want a lawyer to 


handle their case when they can't 
make a par 4 in two. In fact, they're 
not too happy when they don't make a 
par 5 in two. 


You can Imagine their consternation 


when they come upon the par-4 nth 
hole. It's may Idol, this hole. Tn the 
first place, it's 480 yards long. You 
heard me. 10 yards longer than a par 
4 ought to be. That means you have to 
lilt two 240-yard shots to reach the 
green. That's consecutive 240-yard 
shots. Now. again, I don't know about 
you but 1 don't know too many guys 
who can hit one consecutive 240-yard 
shot. 


N'ow, if the trouble with the hole 


was merely that it was 480 yards long, 
the pros would just take out their 320- 
yard drive and have a wedge or an 
8-iron, 


But this hole is not your average 


'180-yarder. If you hit the ball more 
than 230 yards it's in the — you're 
going to love this 
— rough! That's 


right. The rough is grown in the 
middle of the fairway 200 yards from 
the hole. 


The guy who thought this up prob- 


ably keeps a picture of Hitler on his 
dresser. Or feeds canaries to his cat. 
Or pet rat. 


The presence of rough in this unac- 


c u s t o m e d location, mid-fairway, 
means the pro has to content himself 
with a 250-yard drive. Now for me, 
that would be a career. For them, it's 
a 4-wood. 


But the best is yet to come. When 


they feather that little 250-yarder out 
there, they not only still have 200-plus 
left to the pin but they have a down- 
hill lie. 


If you're like me, you would rather 


have a tarantula in bed than a down- 
hill lie. Even if you hit a downhill lie, 
you only hit half of it. The wrong half. 


The pros, I am happy to report, 


have almost as much trouble with this 
shot as you and I- So, they have two 
chance and drive it beyond the cut 
surface (which is one-quarterof an 
inch too long, remember) — or they 
can have themselves a 230-yard shot 
from a downhill lie. 


The trouble with hitting a ball from 


the rough, even fairway rough, is, you 
can't put that nice stop on it. It 
squirts across the green like those 
spasm-ridden pitches you and I throw 
up there. 


You ought to hear the pros on the 


subject of this hole. I haven't had as 
much fun watching them try to play 
since a snowstorm at the Crosby one 
year. 1 wish I had recordings. Tom 
Welskopf did 20 minutes on this hole 
the other day. You would have 
thought lie was describing a grave- 
robber. Hale Irwin thinks it ought to 
be stuck in the nxt forest fire. 


There were only four birdies on it 


tip till dark the opening round. You 
couldn't count the bogeys and double- 
bogeys. I spent 3^2 of the happiest 
hours of my life on it Thursday. I 
wish I had home movies of the guys 
climbing up that hill, their foreheads 
black with rage and the veins stand- 
ing out on their necks. Even the bird- 
ies were not that comfortable. One 
guy hit a drive and a 3-iron and a putt 
that went through two time zones. 
One guy chipped in and the other hit 
two big woods and a putt from the 
fringe. The other guy went to church 
this morning. 


They should painl this holt and 


hang it in the Louvre. Write songs 
about it. Send it to the Smithsonian. 
Make a movie about it. Present it at 
the White House. Make It a national 
park. Bronze it. 


It has brought out the b»st com- 


plaining on the tour. A hole that 
makes Jack Nicklaus, Arnold Palmer 
and Gary Player hit shots like you 
and I ranks as one of my lop thrills — 
far exceeding Babe Ruth's 
called 


shot, Bobby Thomson's home run or 
the 1955 Kentucky Derby win by 
Swaps. It should go to my all-time 
pantheon of sports. Because it's a hole 
where you hear all the guys who think 
life is a drive and a wedge saying, 
"It's a par 4 you can't get to or, if you 
do the ball runs right across. You 
want to hide your smirk. And say, 
"Tell me about it, Jack."

Bird's eyes as sharp as its beak 


Andy semis the Encyclopaedia Brit-

WHICH ANIMAL HAS THE KEEN- 
EST VISION? 


There is great variation in the types 


of eyes animals have an in the vision 
that their eyes give them. Most ani- 
mals depend on their eyes to bring 
them information about their sur- 
roundings. Rabbits and other small 
creatures need keen vision to escape 
hungry predators. However, the pre- 
dators also need sharp eyes if they 
are to be successful hunters. 


If you have ever taken a close-up 


look at a bird, one of the first things 
you are sure to notice is its bright 
eyes. And they are just as alert as 
their shiny appearance leads you to 
believe. For of all the animals that 
walk, creep, swim or fly, the eyes of 
the bird are the best Through its eyes 
a bird can gather more information 
about its surroundings than from all 
its other sense organs combined 


The eyes of a bird are quite large 


compared to earthbound animals. In 


MARK TRAIL 


fact, for their size, the eyes of the 
creatures with the keenest vision — 
the hawks and the eagles — are often 
actually larger than a man's eyes. 
The exposed part of a bird's eye is 
just a small portion of the huge eye- 
ball that rests in its bony socket 


The eyes of any animal are complex 


structures. When we see something, a 
whole lot of things happen that let us 
know what it is For example, if we 
are looking at an apple, light rays re- 
flected from the apple enter the eye 
through the clear portion, called the 
cornea From here the light rays jour- 
ney through the aqueous humor, the 
pupil, the lens and the vitreous humor 
and finally reach the retina 


The retina is the inner lining of the 


eye and packed with sensitive nerve 
cells When light hits these cells, they 
are stimulated to send messages to 
the brain through the optic nerve The 
brain interprets the messages and 
tells us that we are seeing an apple 


The eyes of many birds, hawks and 


eagles especially, have many, many 
more of these visual nerve cells than 
do most animals In some cases, mi- 


croscopic examination has shown that 
hawks have eight times as many as 
man does Experts tell us that this 
means their vision is eight times 
keener than man's. 


The number of visual nerve cells in 


the bird's eye is not the only adapt- 
ation that enables them to see better 
than other animals The ability to 
change his focus from near to far ob- 
jects in a wink helps him to catch his 
dinner while swiftly darting through 
the air. And special oil droplets in his 
eyes help him to locate a tasty tidbit 
that might be hidden in bushes below 
him

Reak estate tax bills will increase 


this year for Des Plaines residents in 
Wheeling and Elk Grove townships. 


Figures released Tuesday by Coun- 


ty Clerk Stanley T. Kusper show in- 
creases ranging from 2.7 to 4 per 
cent. Rates for Des Plaines residents 
living in Maine Township, which were 
released last week, showed increases 
of less than i per cent. 


Property 
owners in Elk Grove 


Township Dist. 59 will pay $7.710 per 
$100 assessed valuation, or a 4 per 
cent increase over last year. Resi- 
dents of the Craig Manor subdivision, 
which is in River Trails Dist. 26, and 
on the northern edge of Des Plaines, 
will pay $7.971 per $100 or a 2.73 per 
cent increase. 


The only area of the Northwest sub- 


urbs to show a drop in the tax rate is 
a small section of Des Plaines, on the 


northern edge of the city. Tax rate for 
the area, which is in Mount Prospect 
School Dist. 57 and is being devel- 
oped, is $7.566 per $100, a less than 1 
per cent drop from last year.

Behrel advises hiring 
full-time city manager

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Beh- 


rel Tuesday said "the time has come" 
for the city to hire a full-time city 
manager, but said Aid. Charles J. Bo- 
lek, designated Monday to become 
acting mayor, must make the final 
decision. 


Behrel, who retires from office Aug. 


6, said the city will need a full-time 
administrator to watch over city hall 
"and I think the city is ready for > 
some professional help." 


"With all due respect to Chuck (Bo- 


lek), I think he'll need some assis- 
tance," said Behrel. "But he's a ca- 
pable man and I think he can do the 
job." 


Bolek, elected Monday by the city 


council to fill in for Behrel until the 
April 1977 municipal election, favors'a 
part-time mayor, full-time city man- 
ager form of government, but has no 
immediate plans to convert to that 
system. 


"I TEND TO AGREE with the may- 


or," said Bolek. "It might be feasible 
to move a little sooner in that direc- 
tion. However, it would be premature 
to make that kind of decision right 
now. We're kind of treading water 
right now. We'll have to wait and see 
how things go." 


Bolek said the council could change 


Des Plairtes' form of government 
through an ordinance. 


Des Plaines operates with a full- 


time mayor handling the city's day-to- 
Say administrative duties. Behrel, 
mayor for 19 years, has held no other 
job while in office. 


4 aldermen won't tell preferences 


Most Des Plaines aldermen re- 


vealed who they supported for acting 
mayor following the election Monday 
night of Aid. Charles Bolek, 3rd, to 
succeed retiring Mayor Herbert H. 
Behrel. 


Bolek received 10 votes while his 


opponents Aid. George Olen, 2nd, and 
Aid. John Seitz, 7th, received three 
each. 


Although the city council Monday 


night rejected a last minute plea by 
Aid. Robert Sullivan, 2nd, and Aid. 
Irene Birchfield, 5th, to allow a roll 
call vote instead of a secret ballot, all 
but four aldermen revealed how they 
voted after the election. 


Aldermen refusing to reveal their 


Bolek, however, is president of Jeco 


Industries, Des Plaines. Bolek said he 
will not resign his job to assume the 
mayor's duties.

Limit court-ordered busing: Ford 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - President 


Ford, charging some courts 
"are 


practically running our local school 
boards," said Tuesday he will submit 
in the next few days legislation to lim- 
it judicial powers to order school bus- 
ing. 


The President made a whirlwind 


"nonpolitical" trip to Indianapolis, 
where 1,600 delegates to the national 
Jaycees 
convention ; whooped 
and 


cheered his plan to restrict the juris- 
diction of the courts to order busing to 
achieve racial integration of the 
schools. 


Ford also made a veiled reference 


to the sex scandals surfacing in Con- 
gress and also to the Watergate scan- 
dal of his predecessor, Richard M. 
Nixon. 


"AMERICANS 
HAVE 
seen 
too 


much abuse of the moral imperatives 
of honesty and decency," he said. 
"Americans, particularly our young 


people, can take little pride in the sys- 
tem that is dishonored by misconduct, 
whether in the White House or in the 
halls of Congress." 


The Jaycees shouted approval when 


Ford said, "In the next few days I 
plan to announce action in still anoth- 
er area — court ordered bssing." 


"A few of our courts have wandered 


so far into local busing controversies 
that they are practically running our 
school boards," Ford said. 


Busing is a touchy issue in In- 


dianapolis. A measure of court-or- 
dered school busing is in effect and a 
probusing school board was recently 
relected. 


"THERE IS NO good reason we 


cannot wipe out the vestiges of dis- 
crimination in America, achieve qual- 
ity education for our children, and at 
the same time minimize massive bus- 
ing of our children. 


"Underlying actions in each of these 


areas is our fervent belief that indi- 
vidual liberty in this great country 
means 
freedom 
from 
oppressive, 


heavy-handed 
bureaucratic govern- 


ment." 


Ford's aides insisted his 2l/2-hour 


trip to Indiana had nothing to do with 
his quest for uncommitted Republican 
delegates in his neck-and-neck battle 
with Ronald Regan for the presiden- 
tial nomination — nor with the fact 
that Indiana dealt him a severe rebuff 
in its primary by awarding 45 dele- 
gates to Reagan and only nine to him 
for the first ballot at the GOP con- 
vention. 


Nevertheless, his visit took on a 


campaign air when the delegates 
cheered him for more than four min- 
utes as he entered the convention cen- 
ter. It was one of the best receptions 
of his presidency and Ford responded 
with some familiar campaign themes, 
particularly attacks on big govern- 
ment. 


Traffic case snarled as the wait for Shea goes on

Court action on a Rolling Meadows 


traffic arrest has been stalled more 
than, a year — at a cost of hundreds of 
dollars to the city — while the defend- 
ant's attorney, State Rep. Gerald W. 
Shea, D-Riverslde, tends to legislative 
matters in Springfield. 


The case involves charges against a 


Berwyn man of speeding and driving 
on a revoked license, charges that po- 
lice say usually are adjudicated after 
no more than three court sessions, or 
about three months. 


But court records show the Rolling 


Meadows case has been pending 14 
months, chiefly because Shea, Demo- 
cratic majority leader in the House, 
has asked for trial delays, apparently 
in order to attend Illinois General As- 
sembly sessions in Springfield or to 
work on legislative business. 


The situation has prompted Rolling 


Meadows Police Chief Lewis R. Case 
to register a complaint with Cook 
County Circuit Court Chief Judge 
John S. Boyle. 


THE CASE, WHICH city police say 


is among their oldest outstanding 
cases, involves traffic citations of 
speeding and driving on a revoked li- 
cense issued April 7, 1975 to Samuel 
E. Capalbo, 30, of Berwyn. 


Capalbo could not be reached to 


comment. 


The Herald also repeatedly 
at- 


tempted to contact Shea, but he has 
refused to comment. 


When 
questioned 
in Springfield 


Tuesday by a Herald reporter, Shea 
again refused to be interviewed. He 
said, through an aide, that he had "no 
comment" hi the matter, adding he 
"doesn't represent that client any 
longer."

Sources have indicated Shea appar- 


ently planned to remove himself from 
the case following Case's complaint 
sent in April. However, as late as last 
week Shea continued to file motions in 
the case. 


SHEA HAD BEEN under scrutiny 


recently by the House after State Rep. 
E u g e n e Schlickmah, R-Arlington 
Heights, charged the majority leader 
with engaging in a conflict of interest 
by doing legal work for two state 
medical associations and then in- 
troducing legislation to change the 


state's malpractice laws. On Tuesday, 
the House voted 153-7 exonerating 
Shea of any conflict. 


Court records show Capalbo was 


traveling southbound on 111. Rte. 53 at 
1-90 when he was stopped at 2:10 p.m. 
by Patrolman Terry Severin. 


Capalbo allegedly was clocked by 


radar as traveling at 68 m.p.h. in a 55 
m.p.h. zone when he was stopped. He 
also was charged with driving on a 
license that records from the secre- 


tary of state's office show was re- 
voked in 1973. 


The speeding charge carries a fine 


upon conviction. However, the »• 
voked license charge requires posting 
of a $1,000 bond and an appearance in 
court. 


Upon conviction of such a charge, a 


jail sentence of up to one year and a 
fine of up to $1,000 can be imposed.

Law limiting bird feed 
approved by city council 


Overfeeding the pigeons now is 


against the law in Des Plaines. 


The Des Plaines City Council Mon- 


day passed the controversial ordi- 
nance limiting to 10 pounds the 
amount of bird seed which residents 
can leave outside for the birds at one 
time. 


The ordinance, passed 14-3, was pro- 


posed as a means of eliminating large 
flocks of pigeons and other birds in 
the 1600 and 1700 blocks of Lunt and 
Greenleaf avenues on the city's South 
Side. 


CITY OFFICIALS said they believe 


the ordinance is necessary because 
the birds in some areas number in the 
hundreds at times during the day and 
pose a health hazard to residents. 


The ordinance is aimed specifically 


at Betty Gaile and her husband, Jo- 
seph, of 1672 Lunt Ave., who have 
been feeding wild pigeons in their 
backyard for years. 


Mrs. Gaile last week told City Atty. 


Charles Hug she and her husband 
would not put out more than 10 
pounds of bird feed at one time. 


Hug contacted her after being di- 


rected by the city council to consider 
filing a nuisance action against the 
couple because of the number of birds 
feeding in their yard. 


ALD. DANIEL Kisslinger, <ith, said 


he thought the city should defer action 
on the ordinance because of the assur- 
ances from Mrs. Gaile. 


"I think we should see if the lady 


keeps her word about limiting the 
amount df feed," he said. "That way, 
the city would not have to adopt such 
a stupid law." 


Others opposing Hie ordinance were 


Aid. John Leer, 3rd, and Aid. Arthur 
Erbach, 5th. 


Aid. Robert Kraves, 6th, and Car- 


men Sarlo, 6th, said they believe the 
ordinance will not do any harm and 
may benefit some of their con- 
stituents. 


"I think we should give this a try 


because people in the area are suffer- 
ing," Sarlo said, "This really isn't 
funny for some of those individuals." 


Several residents have complained 


to the city that bird droppings collect 
on their homes and in their back- 
yards. 


Public discussion approved 
in 4-3 vote of Dist. 62 board 


Residents now will have the opportu- 


nity to address the Des Plaines Dist. 
62 Board of Education at the begin- 
ning of regular board meetings. 


A split board vote 4-3 Monday to ap- 


prove allowing community discussion 
on items printed on the agenda follow- 
ing either approval of the minutes or 
the education program. 


Board member James Blue, chair- 


man of the public relations com- 
mittee, proposed the early participa- 
tion as part of changes to the Des 
Plaines Schools Information Sheet, a 
pamphlet printed by the district to ac- 
quaint residents with the district and 
explain board procedures. 


Blue said the early public participa- 


tion will be held in addition to the 
general public participation the board 
allows at the end of the meeting, im- 
mediately before adjournment. The 
public also will be able to have a topic 
placed on the agenda by notifying the 
board secretary in writing at least a 
week in advance of the meeting. 


BOARD MEMBER James Kos- 


mond, also a member of the com- 
mittee, said, "We hope by doing this 
we can receive comments, criticism 
and input on items we will be voting 
on that night."

And 
the show is from the audience." 


Between 75 and 150 people have at-

Recent 
board meetings have been marked by 
heated discussions, applause and boos 
from the audience. 


Birchfield said he would prefer to

"I would rather do that than allow 


it to become a time for people to grind 
their axes. Board meetings are getting 
to be ordeals.

"AMERICANS

much abuse of the moral imperatives 
of honesty and decency," he said. 
"Americans, particularly our young 
people, can take little pride in the sys- 
tem that is dishonored by misconduct, 
whether in the White House or in the 
halls of Congress." 


The Jaycees shouted approval when 


Ford said, "In the next few days I 
plan to announce action in still anoth- 
er area — court ordered bssing."

Traffic case snarled as the wait for Shea goes on

Court action on a Rolling Meadows 


traffic arrest has been stalled more 
than a year — at a cost of hundreds of 
dollars to the city — while the defend- 
ant's attorney, State Rep. Gerald W. 
Shea, D-Riverside, tends to legislative 
matters in Springfield. 


The case involves charges against a 


Berwyn man of speeding and driving 
on a revoked license, charges that po- 
lice say usually are adjudicated after 
no more than three court sessions, or 
about three months. 


But court records show the Rolling 


Meadows case has been pending 14 
months, chiefly because Shea, Demo- 
cratic majority leader In the House, 
has asked for trial delays, apparently 
in order to attend Illinois General As- 
sembly sessions in Springfield or to 
work on legislative business.

The criticism was focused on a June 


9 article in which Ms. Carroll re- 
viewed promises she made in her 
campaign for the board, Saying in 
most cases, "I've kept my promise." 


Trustee John Marienthal raised the 


issue at Monday's village board meet- 
ing. 


"I DON'T MIND items when they're 


reported factually," Marienthal said. 
"But when there's so much com- 
mentary and interjection 
of own 


thoughts and feelings into a certain 
article, I object. 


"Other board members don't have 


the same opportunity and I don't feel 
it's exactly fair to those other board 
members,", he said. 


Ms. Carroll said she would continue 


to write her column despite board dis- 
approval. 


Ms. Carroll began writing her col- 


umn about two and a half years ago 
before she was elected to the board, 
and she stopped accepting pay for her 
work after her election, she said. She 
is working toward a journalism de- 
gree at Harper College, Palatine. 


MOST VOCAL IN their opposition to 


Ms. Carroll's column were Marien- 
thal, Robert Bogart and Clarice Rech. 


Ms. Rech said she saw an "extreme 


conflict of interest." 


"I must take exception to the fact 


that Miss Carroll is taking advantage 
of her position as a village board 
member and journalism student," Ms. 


Rech said. She said she has always 
objected to Ms. Carroll's articles even 
when there was no editorial comment. 


Bogart said he did not object to 


most articles written by Ms. Carroll 
because they did not reflect personal 
opinions. 


He said the June 9 article was 


filled with editorial comment. He said 
he objected because, "I think Dorothy 
has the ability to sway the general 
public." 


Board Pres. Edward Fabish said he 


agrees that a newspaper column writ- 
ten by a board member should not 
contain personal opinion. 


"You have some problems of privi- 


lege, Dorothy," he said. "If you're 
writing as a story and then slant it in 
your favor, I think it's wrong. I did 
see parts of that article that definite- 
ly were slanted, and I would object to 
that." 


TRUSTEE THOMAS Mahoney said 


the June 9 column was in "bad taste," 
but said "it's a free country." 


Trustee Jerry Driscoll said he 


would not comment because he had 
not read the article. 


The board stopped short of taking a 


vote on a motion to express its dis- 
approval. Instead, trustees were given 
the opportunity to voice their opinions 
publically. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa said 


there was nothing illegal in Carroll 
writing the column, but would not 
comment on ethical issues. 


"I want it stated and I want it 


known right now that regardless of 
what this board votes, I am a private 
citizen and I have an absolute wght 
legally, morally and ethically to con- 
tinue that column," Ms. Carroll told 
board members. 


Veterinary clinic rezone 
approved 5-1 by village 


A half-acre parcel at Buffalo Grove 


Road and 111. Rte. 83 has been rezoned 
by the Buffalo Grove Village Board to 
permit construction of a veterinary 
clinic. 


The board voted 5 to 1 to rezone the 


land from business to special-use. 


The only objection came from 


Trustee Dorothy Carroll who said she 
opposed rezoning the half-acre when 
the adjoining land remained under a 
less restrictive zoning classification.

service station on the site. 


"We feel that Lake County Buffalo 


Grove is in need of a veterinary 'hospi- 
tal to supply the expanding area," Dr. 
Ronald Price, who sought the zoning 
change, told the board. "This site will 
provide an ease of access, to future 
growth and the present community. 


"It will also remove an eyesore to 


the community and replace it with an 
attractive building," he said. 


THE APPROVED special-use per- 


mit will restrict animals from being 
kept outside or boarded and prohibit 
incineration and treatment of cows, 
horses, pigs, goats and sheep. 


The service station will be remodel- 


ed with a new electrical system, heat- 
ing and air conditioning and plumb- 
ing. The outside will be constructed of 
cedar with some masonry and a drop 
roof. The gas islands and gas storage 
tanks will 'be removed. 


The approved plans will make use 


of the existing 40-foot right-of-way, 
with greatest exposure of the building 
to Rte. 83. The exit will face on to 
Buffalo Grove Road. Future plans de- 
pend on reconstruction of Rte. 83 and 
will be considered later by the board. 


As part of the motion for approval 


of the rezoning, the board sent the ar- 
chitect's plans back to the appearance 
control commission to review land- 
scaping.

Changes approved 
in absentee policy 


The High School Dist. 125 Board of Education Monday approved 


several changes in student guidelines dealing with absences at Ste- 
venson High School. 


The guidelines will not authorize absences from school when stu- 


dents accompany parents on vacation, said Principal William 
Papke. Papke said students will have makeup privileges, but teach- 
ers will not be obligated to provide tutoring. He said the change is 
mainly a stronger enforcement of an existing policy. 


When students are absent they will have makeup privileges on 


their own initiative, the new guidelines state. Students will have the 
number of days they were absent plus one day to determine missed 
assignments to make up work. 


The new guidelines also state that students who have unauthor- 


ized absences from class will be penalized with a full-or half- 
period of detention for each class missed. The policy before was to 
suspend students who cut class, Papke said. With the use of deten- 
tions the school hopes to cut down on the number of suspensions, 
Papke said. 


Schools protest annexation

Forest school and city officials to annex a portion of land within the 
boundaries of Dist. 125. 


The board members agreed to join with Lincolnshire-Prairie

Regner asks $350,000 for iorest road

SPRINGFIELD - State Sen. David 


Regner, R-Mount Prospect, Tuesday 
introduced an amendment to the Illi- 
nois Dept. of Transportation budget to 
include $390,000 for an access road to 
the Ned Brown Forest Preserve win- 
ter recreation area near Elk Grove 
Village.

pay 3 per cent more this year. Total 
tax rate for those residents is $7.313 
per $100 assessed valuation, or $731 on 
a $10.000 assessed home. 


TAX BILtS for Elk Grove residents 


in S c h a u m b u r g Township and 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will 
pay a 2.6 per cent increase. Total tax 
rate is $7.959, or $795 on a $10,000 as- 
sessed home. 


The municipal tax levy in Elk 


Grove Village increased about 4 cents 
but it remains the lowest in the North- 
west suburbs.

Limit court-ordered busing: Ford 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — President 


Ford, charging some courts "are 
practically running our local school 
boards," said Tuesday he will submit 
in the next few days legislation to lim- 
it judicial powers to order school bus- 
ing. 


The President made a whirlwind 


"nonpolitical" trip to Indianapolis, 
where 1,600 delegates to the national 
Jaycees convention whooped and 
cheered his plan to restrict the juris- 
diction of the courts to order busing to 
achieve racial integration of the 
schools. 


Ford also made a veiled reference 


to the sex scandals surfacing in Con- 
gress and also to the Watergate scan- 
dal of his predecessor, Richard M. 
Nixon. 


"AMERICANS 
HAVE 
seen 
too 


much abuse of the moral imperatives 
of honesty and decency," he said. 
"Americans, particularly our young 


people, can take little pride in the sys- 
tem that is dishonored by misconduct, 
whether in the White House or in the 
halls of Congress." 


The Jaycees shouted approval when 


Ford said, "In the next few days I 
plan to announce action in still anoth- 
er area — court ordered bssing." 


"A few of our courts have wandered 


so far into local busing controversies 
that they are practically running our 
school boards," Ford said. 


Busing is a touchy issue in In- 


dianapolis. A measure of court-or- 
dered school busing is in effect and a 
probusing school board was recently 
rejected. 


"THERE IS NO good reason we 


cannot wipe out the vestiges of dis- 
crimination in America, achieve qual- 
ity education for our children, and at 
the same .time minimize massive bus- 
ing of our children. 


"Underlying actions in each of these 


areas is our fervent belief that indi- 
vidual liberty in this great, country 
means freedom 
from 
oppressive, 


heavy-handed bureaucratic govern- 
ment." 


Ford's aides insisted his 2V2-hour 


trip to Indiana had nothing to do with 
his quest for uncommitted Republican 
delegates in his neck-and-neck battle 
with Ronald Regan for the presiden- 
tial nomination — nor with the fact 
that Indiana dealt him a severe rebuff 
in its primary by awarding 45 dele- 
gates to Reagan and only nine to him 
for the first ballot at the GOP con- 
vention. 


Nevertheless, his visit took on a 


campaign air when the delegates 
cheered him for more than four min- 
utes as he entered the convention cen- 
ter. It was one of the best receptions 
of his presidency and Ford responded 
with some familiar campaign themes, 
particularly attacks on big govern- 
ment.

Court action on a Rolling Meadows

THE CASE, WHICH city police say 


Is among their oldest outstanding 
cases, involves traffic citations of 
speeding and driving on a revoked li- 
cense issued April 7, 1975 to Samuel 
E. Capalbo, 30, of Berwyn. 


Capalbo could not be reached to 


comment. 


The Herald also repeatedly at- 


tempted to contact Shea, but he has 
refused to comment. 


When questioned 
in Springfield 


Tuesday by a Herald reporter, Shea 
again refused to be interviewed. He 
said, through an aide, that he had "no 
comment" in the matter, adding he 
"doesn't represent that client any 
longer."

pupil personnel services and reas- 
signed Nevenhoven as a psychologist 
in the district. 


Board president Judith Zanca said 


the plan is trying to "increase staff 
utilization. I don't know of one time 
we have refused a request for more 
staff from the special education de- 
partment." 


Bardwell said there have been few 


changes in the organization of special 
education. "It is still centrally ori- 
ented. Decentralization is designed to 
put the power back to the people," he 
said. 


He said the reorganization also has 


saved more than $98,000 in central ad- 
ministration costs.

Limit court-ordered busing: Ford 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - President 


Ford, charging some courts "are 
practically running our local school 
boards," said Tuesday he will submit 
in the next few days legislation to lim- 
it judicial powers to order school bus- 
ing. 


The President made a whirlwind 


"nonpolitical" trip to Indianapolis, 
where 1,600 delegates to the national 
Jaycees convention whooped and 
cheered his plan to restrict the juris- 
diction of the courts to order busing to 
achieve racial integration of the 
schools. 


Ford also made a veiled reference 


to the sex scandals surfacing in Con- 
gress and also to the Watergate scan- 
dal of his predecessor, Richard M. 
Nixon. 


"AMERICANS 
HAVE seen too 


much abuse of the moral imperatives 
of honesty and decency," he said. 
"Americans, particularly our young 


people, can take little pride in the sys- 
tem that is dishonored by misconduct, 
whether in the White House or in the 
halls of Congress." 


The Jaycees shouted approval when 


Ford said, "In the next few days I 
plan to announce action in still anoth- 
er area — court ordered bssing." 


"A few of our courts have wandered 


so far into local busing controversies 
that they are practically running our 
school boards," Ford said. 


Busing is a touchy issue in In- 


dianapolis. A measure of court-or- 
dered school busing is in effect and a 
probusing school board was recently 
relected. 


"THERE IS NO good reason we 


cannot wipe out the vestiges of dis- 
crimination in America, achieve qual- 
ity education for our children, and at 
the same time minimize massive bus- 
ing of our children. 


"Underlying actions in each of these 


areas is our fervent belief that indi- 
vidual liberty in this great country 
means freedom from 
oppressive, 


heavy-handed bureaucratic govern- 
ment." 


Ford's aides insisted his 2V'2-hour 


trip to Indiana had nothing to do with 
his quest for uncommitted Republican 
delegates in his neck-and-neck battle 
with Ronald Regan for the presiden- 
tial nomination — nor with the fact 
that Indiana dealt him a severe rebuff 
in its primary by awarding 45 dele- 
gates to Reagan and only nine to him 
for the first ballot at the GOP con- 
vention. 


Nevertheless, his visit took on a 


campaign air when the delegates 
cheered him for more than four min- 
utes as he entered the convention cen- 
ter. It was one of the best receptions 
of his presidency and Ford responded 
with some familiar campaign themes, 
particularly attacks on big govern- 
ment.

"AMERICANS HAVE seen too 


much abuse of the moral imperatives 
of honesty and decency," he said. 
"Americans, particularly our young 


people, can take little pride in the sys- 
tem that is dishonored by misconduct, 
whether in the White House or in the 
halls of Congress." 


The Jaycees shouted approval when 


Ford said, "In the next few days I 
plan to announce action in still anoth- 
er area — court ordered bssing." 


"A few of our courts have wandered 


so far into local busing controversies 
that they are practically running our 
school boards," Ford said. 


Busing is a touchy issue in In- 


dianapolis. A measure of court-or- 
dered school busing is in effect and a 
probusing school board was recently 
relected. 


"THERE IS NO good reason we 


cannot wipe out the vestiges of dis- 
crimination in America, achieve qual- 
ity education for our children, and at 
the same time minimize massive bus- 
ing of our children. 


"Underlying actions in each of these 


areas is our fervent belief that indi- 
vidual liberty in this great country 
means freedom from 
oppressive, 


heavy-handed bureaucratic govern- 
ment." 


Ford's aides insisted his 2Vi-hour 


trip to Indiana had nothing to do with 
his quest for uncommitted Republican 
delegates in his neck-and-neck battle 
with Ronald Regan for the presiden- 
tial nomination — nor with the fact 
that Indiana dealt him a severe rebuff 
in its primary by awarding 45 dele- 
gates to Reagan and only nine to him 
for the first ballot at the GOP con- 
vention.

Court action on a Rolling Meadows

Capalbo could not be reached to 


comment. 


The Herald also repeatedly at-

E u g e n e Schlickman, R-Arlington 
Heights, charged the majority leader 
with engaging in a conflict of interest 
by doing legal work for two state 
medical associations and then in- 
troducing legislation to 'change the 


state's malpractice laws. On Tuesday, 
the House voted 153-7 exonerating 
Shea of any conflict. 


Court records show Capalbo was 


traveling southbound on 111.

Capalbo allegedly was clocked by 


radar as traveling at 68 m.p.h. in a 55 
m.p.h. zone when he was stopped.

the arrangement is acceptable to 
them. 


PATTEN SAID the county normally 


does such street work as it is re- 
quested by townships. Motor fuel tax 
funds are used for the work, he said. 


However, the park district proposal 


that its share of the funding be dis- 
bursed back to the county over a five- 
year period may prove a snag in the 
arrangement. Patten said. The county 
may not approve of such an arrange- 
ment, he said, in which case the park 
district may back off completely from 
aiding in the cost. 


The project, if approved, would be 


put out for bid, Patten said, and the 
park board will only accept a "rea- 
sonable" offer of $30,000 or less for 
the work. Bergman has estimated the 
work will cost between $25,000 to 
$27,000. 


The street is completed only on the 


east side. Residents of the area have 
confronted both the park district and 
the township demanding they com- 
plete the street because it borders on 
the park district's new Eagle Park, 
Home Avenue and Oak Street. 


BOTH THE TOWNSHIP and the 


park district have said repeatedly 
that they will not individually fund the 
entire cost of the work because nei- 
ther is in the street business. 


The compromise was arranged af- 


ter several meetings and letters be- 
tween the two bodies. At first, Berg- 
man had suggested the two agencies 
split the cost of the work evenly, but 
the park district turned down the pro- 
posal flatly. 


Patten said even if the project fund- 


ing is approved as proposed by the 
county, bidding would be in January 
at the earliest, with actual construc- 
tion not expected until sometime next 
year.

City officials originally had agreed to 
loan money to the city, at no interest,

The city council voted unanimously 


Monday night to establish a line of

Limit court-ordered busing: Ford 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - President 


Ford, charging some courts "are- 
practically' running our local school 
boards," said Tuesday he will submit 
in the next few days legislation to lim- 
it judicial powers to order school bus- 
ing. 


The President made a whirlwind 


"nonpolitical" trip to Indianapolis, 
where 1,600 delegates to the national 
Jaycees convention whooped and 
cheered his plan to restrict the juris- 
diction of the courts to order busing to 
achieve racial integration of the 
schools. 


Ford also made a veiled reference 


to the sex scandals surfacing in Con- 
gress and also to the Watergate scan- 
dal of his predecessor, Richard M. 
Nixon. 


"AMERICANS 
HAVE 
seen 
too 


much abuse of the moral imperatives 
of honesty and decency," he said. 
"Americans, particularly our young 


people, can take little pride in the sys- 
tem that is dishonored by misconduct, 
whether in the White House or in the 
halls of Congress." 


The Jaycees shouted approval when 


Ford said, "In the next few days I 
plan .to announce action in still anoth- 
er area — court ordered bssing." 


"A few of our courts have wandered 


so far into local busing controversies 
that they are practically running our 
school boards," Ford said. 


Busing is a touchy issue in In- 


dianapolis. A measure of court-or- 
dered school busing is in effect and a 
probusing school board was recently 
releeted, 


"THERE IS NO good reason we 


cannot wipe out the vestiges of dis- 
crimination in America, achieve qual- 
ity education for our children, and at 
the same time minimize massive bus- 
ing of our children. 


•'Underlying actions in each of these 


areas is our fervent belief that indi- 
vidual liberty in this great country 
means freedom 
from 
oppressive, 


heavy-handed bureaucratic govern- 
ment." 


Ford's aides insisted his 2%-hour 


trip to Indiana had nothing to do with 
his quest for uncommitted Republican 
delegates in his neck-and-neck battle 
with Ronald Regan for the presiden- 
tial nomination — nor with the fact 
that Indiana dealt him a severe rebuff 
in its primary by awarding 45 dele- 
gates to Reagan and only nine to Mm 
for the first ballot at the GOP con- 
vention. 


Nevertheless, his visit took on a. 


campaign air when the delegates 
cheered him for more than four min- 
utes as 1.- entered, the convention cen- 
ter.

Plan only tentative 
Dist. 57 OKs $4.1 million budget 


The Mount Prospect Dist. 57 Board 


of Education has adopted a tentative 
$4.1 million budget which is expected 
to have little effect on property taxes 
district residents pay next year. 


The tentative budget does not make 


provisions for as yet unsettled teacher 
salaries nor does it include a final 
revenue figure since the district has 
not been informed what its assessed 
valuation will be, said J. C. Busenhart, 
assistant superintendent for business. 


The Monday also approved the sale 


of $1.1 million in bonds, which will go 
into the board's working cash fund for 


future use, Busenhart said. 


THE 220 BONDS,, which were sold in 


$5,000 denominations, will mature be- 
tween 1977 and 1980. Funds to cover 
interest payments on the bonds and to 
pay the principle will be collected by 
levying a special tax, Busenhart said. 


That tax does not mean resident 


taxes will increase, however, since it 
will replace a 5-cent levy currently 
used by the board to obtain revenue 
for the working capital fund. 


The tentative budget includes a 6 


per cent decrease in the education 
fund from $3.3 million in the 1975-76 


school year to $3.1 million The oper- 
ations fund dropped .2 per cent from 
$585,600 to $584,000. The transportation 
fund shows a 17 per cent increase 
from $122,200 to $143,700 


The tentative education fund figure 


does not include pay raises now being 
negotiated with teachers for the 1976- 
77 year. The operations figure does 
not include an increase in mainte- 
nance personnel salaries. 


One item the district will be paying 


more for next year is its insurance 
coverage. Kemper Insurance, which 
had been providing an umbrella liabil- 


ity policy to the district, is withdraw- 
ing from the school insurance area, 
Busenhart told the board. Home In- 
surance, from which the board buys 
its primary insurance coverage, made 
the best offer to replace Kemper. The 
board had paid $880 a year to Kem- 
per; Home will charge $2,630.

Many tax rates for governing bodies 


serving Prospect Heights dropped. 
However, the rate for the Prospect 
Heights Park District increased 14 
cents for a rate of 65.8 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 


Rates in all the Northwest suburbs 


increased this year, except in a small 
portion of Des Plaines where rates 
dropped less than 1 per cent. The 
largest tax rate increase was in the 
Winston Knolls subdivision of Hoff- 
man Estates, where residents will 
find a 13.9 per cent increase on their 
tax bills. 


KUSPER SAID MOST rates for lo- 


cal taxing bodies in Wheeling and 
Schaumburg townships increased. He 
said, however, that over all, most 
rates in suburban Cook 
County 


dropped. 


Municipal tax rates increased in all 


Northwest suburbs except Palatine, 
where the rate dropped slightly and 
Schaumburg, which has no village 
levy. Highest municipal tax is in Hoff- 
man Estates, where the rate more 
than doubled to $1.806 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. The lowest tax rate 
is Elk Grove Village, with 64.5 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


Tax levies in both High School Dist. 


214 and 211 dropped slightly. Gram- 
mar school district levies dropped in 
Prospect Heights Dist. 23, down 7.6 
cents; Arlington Heights Dist. 25, 
down 7.6 cents; and Dist. 57, down 2.4 
cents. 


The biggest school tax rate increase 


is in Dist. 59, where the rate went up 
29 5 cents to 2.588 per $100 assessed 
valuation. Levies increased in Wheel- 
ing-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, up 6 cents; 
Dist. 26, 15.4 cents; Schaumburg 
Twp., Dist. 54, up 18 cents; and Pala- 
tine Dist. 15, up 9.9 cents. 


LEVIES FOR GENERAL assis- 


tance funds in Elk Grove, Schaum- 
burg, Palatine and Wheeling town- 
ships increased because of a rise in 
demand for temporary assistance. 


Kusper warned that percentage in- 


creases in tax bills are only estimates 
and may vary among property own- 
ers. The new taxes apply to bills pay- 
able this year and were established 
by tax levies on estimated ex- 
penditure by taxing bodies last fall. 


The bills are second installment 


taxes. County taxpayers paid first in- 
stallment taxes, based on estimated 
levies last spring. Anyone with ques- 
tions about tax bills should call the 
county treasurer's office.

cause many of the state and county 
tax revenues we'll be receiving are 
based on the community's popu- 
lation," Wolf said. 


The 1970 census figures, which are 


the most recent for Prospect Heights, 
shows the community with 8,000 resi- 
dents. City officials estimate the popu- 
lation is closer to 13,000. 


THE REVENUES THAT the city 


will receive on a per capita basis in- 
clude state income tax rebate, federal 
revenue-sharing and motor fuel tax 
funds. 


The city officials have said the city 


will receive in excess of $650,000 with- 
in one year from existing state and 
county tax sources and from local li- 
cense fees. 


The city council's finance com- 


mittee is drafting a proposed budget 
and appropriations ordinance for the 
council to consider and approve by 
the end of July. 


The council plans to budget for po- 


lice protection, road maintenance and 
other services with those funds. 


"WE EXPECT SOME of the funds 


to start coming into the city by Sep- 
tember, but we need this line of credit 
as a kind of cushion," said Aid. Wil- 
liam Masloske, finance committee 
chairman. 


"We don't believe we'll have to bor- 


row any more than the money we 
need for the census update. But at 
least we'll have available petty cash," 
he said. "I hope it will be the only 
time the City of Prospect Heights will 
have to borrow any money." 


Council members ruled out the pos- 


sibility of issuing tax anticipation 
warrants, which would be borrowing 
money on future tax income.
